Aoldity of the stomach Is corrected byadd- 
ing a little ime water bo the drinking water, 
A teaspoonful of lime waver added to a glara 
of milk, corrects the tendenoy which milk 
has to ocagalate in the stomach, forming a 
hard indigestible mass. For this roason it 
should be added to the milk fed the little 
children, and nuysing bottles ought to be 
rinsed with {t, Asa mild disinfectant there 
is nothing safor or bottor,

Quarantine Inspection. 

MONTREAL, Qoue., Sept. 2.—The Intorna- 
tional Quarantine [uspection Commission, 
composed of Dr, Irving A, Watson of Con- 
cord, N.H., secretary of the American Pub- 
lic Health Association; Dr, H, B. Baker of 
Lansing, Mich.; Dr. P. H. Bryce of To- 
ronto and Dr, J. N. McCormick of Ken- 
tucky, arrived in Montreal yesterday and 
began an orgeoization which includes the 
State and Provincial Boards of Health of 
the continent. ‘Thoir purpose is to inspect 
and report on the condition and methods of 
the administration of every quarantine 
station on the Atlantic, Gulf and Pacifio 
coasts. The commission held a conference 
with the civic health authorities and the 
railway and steamship representatives in 
regard to precautions being taken to pre- 
vent cholera. 

The commissioners left for Quebec to- 
night. They will visit and inspect the 
Grosse Isle quarantine station, returning ta 
Montreal on Saturday, leaving tho same 
evening for New York, where they will in- 
spect the quarantine arrangements, and 
then proceed to Boston, Portland and 
Halifax. 


An Ontbrenk Expected 

New York, Sept. 2.—Tho health officials 
at quarantine are enjoying some roast 
after their hard work of yesterday. They 
do not expect any more cases of cholera to 
arrive here fora day or two, when the 
steamer Normannia is due from Southampton 
with 400 immigrants transferred from Har: 
burg to the latter port. As these immi- 
grants left Hamburg several days before 
the epidemic had broken out there is some 
danger of the disease having broken out on 
board. 

Colonel Weber, superintendent of imnii- 
gration, said yesterday he believed the 
cholera would undoubtedly get into this 
city. He said he believed there is as great 
danger of ita'being brought here by the 
cabin as the sleerage passengers.

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THE PERILS OF THE MINE. 


An Explosion Causes the Death of Many 
Miners 

Brusseis, Sept, 2.—A terrific explosion 
oftire damp occurred yesterday in the Agra- 
fee coal minein Hainaut, Many miners 
were entombed, Reacuing parties recover- 
ed the bodies of 10 men. ‘Thirty men are 
yet in the mine, 

The explosion was due to the sudden 
escape of gasina gallery of the mine 1900 
feot below the surface. Terrible scenes 
wore witnessed at the mouth of the 
pit after the explosion had occurred and 
tho griof of the stricken women and child- 
ren who flocked to the scene on the first 
intimation of the calamity was truly heart- 
rending. 

This makes the fourth disaster that has 
occurred in the same pit since 1848, and 
the total number of names on the mine's 
doath roll is now 500, 

Nearly all the men who were at work in 
the Agrafee mine at the time of the dis- 
aster have been accounted for. Some es- 
oaped uninjured, Twenty-five bodies have 
been recovered, and eight men alive though 
very seriously injured have been taken 
from the mine by the rescuing parties. 

Exploration in Greenland. 

CorENHAGEN, Sept. 2.—An expedition, 
consisting of nine members of the Danish 
navy, under comniand of Lieut, Ryder, 
have returned to Iceland after prasing the 
winter in Scoresbysland, Greenland, at a 
place situated in latitude 70 degrees 27 
minutes north. The work of the expedi- 
tion consists of exploring the country and 
collecting specimens of everything of value 
or interest that can be obtained. Great 
scientific results have already been achieved. 
Tho expedition will return to Greenland at 
the end of the month. 


Labor Trouble in Wales, 

Lonpon, Sept. 2.—In consequence of the 
inability to agree upon a sliding scale of 
wages with the steel workers in South 
Wales, the employers have given notice 
that av the end of the month they will end 
all contracts with the men, and thenceforth 
make daily contracts.

The Meaning of Fatr. 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Sin,—ls Wost Haatiogs to havo o Falr 
this autumn? [ase the word ** Fair” in- 
stead of the more pretentious one ** Exhi- 
bition,’ because ib seems more oxprossive 
of the products of a rural couatry like oure, 
while ** Exhibition” seems to Infor a show 
of » wide variety of both home and foreign 
exhibits. The word ''Falr” has more than 
one seoso. In the Bible tb means some- 
thivg that is very beautiful ; ‘*The lines are 
fallen unto me in a faic place”; and fn old 
writings, one who was ‘‘fair to seo” did nob 
mean one who was light of tint in hair and 
face, as with us, but ope who was winning, 
or besutiful, or whose beauty was the beau 
ty of goodness. The old word still clings 
to us, bud with Its best sonse, that of hon 
esty and worth, and so with beauty—for 
honesty and worth are things thad are In 
deed beautifal, Fair measure and weight, 
mean honest messure and weight, falr wea: 
ther means weather we oan trust without 
doubting ; and a Fair means an exhibit of 
things that are honestly ‘fair bo seo,” hon- 
estly worthy admiration, That 1s what our 
Fairs ought to be. 

Now I don’t believe very much in the 
great, over-stuffed, g'uttonous conditicn cf 
prize pigs and croatures fed expressly for 
show. Most likely they all have enlarge: 
mont of the liver, aud heart troubles—aud 
ip might be a bad day fora man if ho fed 
on prizs beasta every day of his life. But 
1 do think that tho farmers are the feeders 
of the nations, as also are all ovher growers 
of anyching that is for the good of man; 
and as tho hoalth of msn depends s0 largely 
on the quality of his food, it {s the honest 
and bounden duty of every feeder to grow 
and develdp his produce to its highest point 
of perfectlon—which may nob, after all, be 
the prize pig state ; but that cannot be done 
untill the feeder's intelligence has been sct- 
entifically educated. For {t is sclence that 
tells us in what damp pastures the cows and 
sheep musb have been feeding, and what 
blight there was upon their carelessly cared 
hay; or what chilling draughts along the 
floors of their barns and through the open 
doors; and of the unclean buckets thelr 
food 1s offered to them fn, and dust in the 
water they driok, and of the filth and duab 
and improper veultilation of the barns they 
live, breathe, and suffer in; and in conse 
quence of all this cruelty, laz'ness and Iguo- 
rance, of the fatal disease of tuborculosls or 
consumption,and many another disease that 
is given to the poor creatures, and commua- 
icated from them to their unfortonate vic- 
tim mav, who bakes so many diseases in the 
milk he drinks and in the food, animal and 
vegetable, he oats.

The prolonged quarantine declared by 
the United States is not regarded as in any 
wise hostile to England, but with a yiew to 
counteract the undoubted tendency to throw 
a crowd of infected immigrants into the 
States. The officials of both boards urge 
that the Government make immeiate aa- 
sent to a prohibition of the landing of im- 
migrants from infected ports and toa long 
quarantine on vessels from such ports. 
In the absence of an act empowering 
such measures, it is held that the Privy 
Council could issue an edict. 

Mr. Gladstone and Mr, Fowler, Secretary 
of State for War, have to-day been com- 
municating with Sir Charles Russell, the 
Attorney-General, and Mr. Rigby, the Soli- 
citor-General, to obtain their “hdvicoe with 
regard to the means to meet the legal diffi- 
culties, 

The agents of leading steamship oom- 
panies express the opinion that the Presi- 
dent's circular is needlessly severe. It was 
felt like athunderbolt. Although prepared 
to refuse to beok any more steerage passen- 
gers, the companies could not regard with 
complacence the order that the circular 
take immediate effect, the result 
being to'throw three weeks’ support of many 
emigrants upon them or to ethea them to 
return the unfortunate people whence they 
sailed. 

Despite the circular, howevor, some ves- 
sols are certain to take their full comple- 
ment of emigrants, Several steamship 
companies now refuse to book even first and 
second class passengers hailing from Ger- 
man and other continental ports, but the 
same companies, having thousands of steer- 
age passengers already booked, are in a 
quandary how to discontinue this service, 
having contracted to provide for the book- 
ed «migrants until they are landed at their 
port of destination. 

In the meantime the 
Great Britain. seems to! have been 
fairly mastered. The chief physician 
of the Local Government Board said to-day 
that the outlook was entirely satisfactory. 
He said that although about 30 cases of 
cholera at all the ports of Great Britain had 
been dealt with during the last 10 days, 
there was no single instance of the disease 
spreading bey oul the person first attacked. 

Absolute confidence prevails among 
the people that the perfect sanitary 
condition of England will’ secure the coun- 
try against the ravages of baccilli bred in 
foreign filth, The noted cholera expert, 
Ernest Hart, speaking before a meet- 
ing of the health society last night, 
urged the adoption of precautions, which 
summed up are as follows: Careful medical 
inspection of ports, strict isolation, in 
chance cases of the disease, pure water and 
general cleanliness, 

The physicians of this city will discuss 
the proposal of the establishment of an 
International Cholera Commission to report 
on the origin of the plague, its line of 
march through the different countries, where 
it bas mado its appearance and the various 
methods of treatment omployed in the cases 
of persons stricken with the disease,

Directors,

the depositors will receive 15 shillings to 
the pound.

for the purpose of making an inquiry into 
the settlement of his affairs. 


Dysentery Now. 

Paris, Sept. 3.—The garrison at Lune- 
villo, a town 22 miles from Nancy, is suffer- 
ing from an epidemic of typhoid dysentery. 
One hundred of the soldiers are prostrated 
with the disease and several deaths have 
already occurred. 


Etna Growing More Violent. 
CarantA, Sept. 3.—The eruption of 
Mount Etna has increased in violence. The 
chestnut woods on the mountain slopes have 
been devasted. A dense mass of lava is 
flowing out of tho crater and pouring down 
the side of the mountain.

TORONTO TOPICS. 


TORONTO, Sept, 3.—A Churocb-street elec 
tric car at 2.30 yosterday after 
noon ran oyer and fatally injured Mir 
Hannah Heron, aged 40, daughter of 
Charles Heron of Scarboro. The accident 
occurred at the Isabella and Church-streot 
crossing, and diagonally across from the 
house of the victim’s aunt, Mrs, Margaret 
Heron, which she bad just left in order to 
catch the car. 

Mr. S. H. Wheeler, line inspector for the 
Toronto Electric Light Company, says: *'I 
was coming up the west side of Cbhurch- 
street, south of Tsabolla, when I saw a lady 
on the southeast corner start to come across 
She walked slowly as if unwell or frightened. 
Indeed so apparent was this that I noticed 
it, though I was uite a distance 
down the street. she had an eye 
ona south-bound trolley car, and I con- 
cluded she wished to board it. She cleared 
the tracks before the car reached her, but 
the driver had been ringing the alarm vigor- 
ously, and I believe had lessened speed. As 
soon a8 the lady got over the Jast rail she 
halted os if bewildered or fright 
ened and fell, her fest alighting 
across the west rail of the track. Beforethe 
driver could reverse the car and bring ittoa 
standstill the wheels passed over her.” 

From another eye-witness it was learved 
that the woman was not standing on the 
track, but at the side of it, and as the car 
pesos her she evidently tried to board, not 

nowing that there was a gate on the front 
end of the car, and missing her hold fell 
under the wheels. 

The unfortunate woman was found under 
the centre of the car, only one wheel having 
passed over her, Botb legs were crushed to 
a pulp, and crribly cut and torn, Dr, 
Atherton was summoned, and Miss Heron, 
who was conscious, was removed to hor 
aunt’s house, where she died at 8,15 o'clock, 
six hours after tho accident Dr. Atherton 
stated that the fact that Miss Heron was in 
delicate health at the time of the accident 
precluded the possibility of her recovery 
from her terrible injuries,

This was done. 

The Normannia, which isa comparatively 
now boat and one of the express steamers of 
the line, auiled from Hambarg on Friday, 
Aug. 26, and from Southampton the next 
day. She almost overtook the Rugia. 
Che Normannia steamed up the bay past 
the Rugia soon after she camo to anchor. 
[ho quarantine tug alongside the Rugia 
tooted as o signal for the big express 
steamer to stop, but the Normannia kept on. 
She came to anchor at upper quarantine 
at 5.40 o'clock, In ashort time Dr, Tall- 
madge, assistant to the health officer, came 
out to her on a tug and ordered her to go 
buck to the Raa bs The big anchor was 
weighed and the ship returned to a spot 
near the Rugia and Moravia, There she 
was boarded by the health officers. 

Both ships had tales of sickness and 
death to tell. Cholera made its dread ap- 
pearance on the Rugix on Aug. 26, the 
ship’s doctor said. ‘The first person to be 
attacked was Aaron Poters, a steerage pas- 
senger, 69 years old, Hoe did not die, how- 
ever. On Aug. 28, Sunday, occurred the 
firat deaths. The victims were Bertha 
Heonig, 39 years old, and her son Carl, 11 
years old 
ed on the following Wednesday, when 
Rosina Sierr, a baby, died. 
30 years old, died the following day.. The 
others who became ill were Helene Bay- 
noshi, Paul Hemig, John Buss and Rosina 
Desplai. The dead were buried at. sea. 

The Normannia’s physician told a similar 
story. Two days alter the departure from 
Hamburg the disease broke out in the 
second cabin, Carl Hegert, 57 years old, 
was the first toshow tho awful symptoms 
and death came upon him on Tuesday, The 
same day cholera showed its hand in the 


steerage by the death of Ottillie Storm, 11 | 


monthsold, The following day occurred 
the death of Jacob Heineman, a first-cabin 
passenger. The ship’s pbysician said that 
he died from diabetes, but he admitted the 
presonce of so many indications of cholera 
that Dr. Jenkins was convinced he died 
from that aud no other sickness, 

Then the scourge again appeared in the 
steerage, On Tharaday, Sept. 1, William 
Storm, 3 years old and the brother of the 
baby who had died on Tuesday, was also 
dead, and Adolph Sobatz, 1 year old, died 
in the steerage the next day and his body 
was thrown overboard. The sick brought 
by the Normanina were Heinrich Farke, 
Rudolph Hormsh, Selina Heen and Marie 
Boneshi, all steerage passengers 

A third vessel from Hamburg loaded 
with immigrants arrived at the bar at 1.30 

esterday morning. She was the Stubben- 
yuk, Captain Rehse, which left Hamburg 
Aug. 21 with 232 eteorage passengers 
She made the trip to this port directly. Her 
captain reported there had been no illness 
or death on the voyage, 
ordered him to anchor in the lower bay 
near the plague ships. Captain Rehse com- 
plied with the order. 

The Normannia bad an exceedingly large 
passenger list, as Amoricans Germany 
were naturally anxious to get home as soon 
as possible after the cholera appeared in 
Hamburg. She had 495 cabin and 552 
slecrage passengers.

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THE ASIATIO CHOLERA, 


This mysterious and universally dreaded 
malady, which at irregular futorva's loaves 
ita stronghold amongst the filthy hordes 
who Inhabit eastern Asia to scourge the 
western nations, fs once more on the march, 
With a rapidity unexampled In It» previous 
progress —no doubt owlng to the Increased 

‘rapidity of travel In those days—it spread 

over Russla and portions of France and 

Gecmany, and has evon reached Eogland 

in ships from {nfected ports. Happily, 

however, tho disease has not spread {n the 
mother land up to the date of writing, no 
cases other than those Imported by the 
pest-ships having occurred there, and there 
fs reason to hope that the plague may 
be stayed by the strict enforcement of quar- 
antine against vessels from infected ports, 
and proper attention to sanitary regulations. 
In the same way the pest has reached 
the shores of the United States, three steam- 
ships from Hambarg belng now fo quaran- 
ting at New York with the disease on 
board. 

This fact ls no doubt alarming to a cer- 
‘tal extent, but no cause has yet arisen for 
panic, or even for fear that there will be a 
spread of tho Infection on this continent. 
No longer ago than 1887 the steamship 
**Alesis,” from an Italian port, arrived at 
‘New York with cholera on board. The 
vessel was taken to the lower bay, the 
‘passengers being landed on Hoffman Is- 
land and there carefully {solated and cared 
for, and although several deaths occurred 
amongst them—the disease belpg of the 
most malignant type—ib never spread be- 
yond the limite of the island. True, the 
plague was not then so well established in 

Europe aa it now fs ; but the same measures 
that were then so effectual are not likely to 


+» fall now. ,What has been done once can be 


done again. Moreover President Harrison 
has, by lasulng an order for twenty daye’ 
‘quarantine, If necessary, on all vessels from 
Enrope, virtually put astop tothe immi- 
gration of steerage passengers. As its 
immediate result, the leading steamship 
companies have announced that they will 
book none but first and second class pas- 
sengers so long as the order romains In 
forve. The danger will thus be greatly 
! Tessened, as {t fs (n the steersges, crowded 

with people,amonget whom are many of an- 

‘cleanly and intemperate habits, that the 

"germs of the disease find the most congenial 
soll in which to grow. 

New York being the great fannel through 
which European Immigration to this con- 
tinent passes, Is, of course, the chief seat 
of danger; but at Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and New Orleans large numbers 
of immigrants are annually landed. Tho 
“same quarantine regulations, we are assur- 
ed, are carried out there as at the chief 
port ; therefore, the United States may be 
sald to be well guarded against infection, 

It is also satisfactory to learn that our 
own Government have been fully alive to 
their duty in the matter and have been tak- 
ing and are now perfecting the necersary 
measures to close our ports against the {n- 
vasion of the peatllence, 

As we have sald, there fs no present oo: 
caslon for disturbance in the public mind 

, aa to a visitation of cholera; bub it Is nob 
out of place to disseminate information as 
to the nature of the disease and the best 
methods of preventing or curing {t, In case 

‘of an attack. The following from the 
American Druggist, 1s partloularly wortby 

_of consideration : 

*” Agreat many persons ace giving them- 
selyes unnecessary trouble about cholera, 
The dlsease Is only formidable where Inad- 
equate means exist for grappling with it, 
and {n this country we are fally prepared 
for it. Daficlent and impure water eupply 
fs the primary cause of {ts orlgin in Asia, 
Dirt, ignorance, and warm weather are the 
reas transmitters of the discaso. In 

adras and Oalcutta, India, the weiter has 
seon # large mortality from cholera among 
the poorer classes, where unsanitary condi. 
tions prevailed, while immediately aroand 
them Europeans and natives who observed 
ordinary precautions in food and drink, 
wore wholly free from the disease. Boll- 
ing kills all cholera germs, and henco it 
fs well during a cholera epidemic to use 
bolled water and bolled milk. Oanned 
foods are also a safe diet at saoch times, if 
used at once on opening, owing to the 
boiling they recolye In process, when being 
packed, hile it may be well enough 
to quarantine the low class of immigrants 
that have been reaching us from the infeot- 
ed districts of Russia and Germany, or shut 
them out altogether for a time, there Is no 
sense In people belng panic stricken hore 
any more than they have been In France 
and Spain, whore the cholera has prevalled 
more or leas for sovoral yoars, Tho visita- 
tion {s likely to be less serious here, from 
the fact that we are just entering the cooler 
months of the year, when cholera germs 
naturally aro comparatively harmless. Oon- 
sumption, diphtheria and typhoid fever arc 
all likely to slay thelr thousands, while 
cholera Is alsying hundreds, but because wo 
aro familiar with these diseases wo are not 
afraid of them. Hundreds of children dio 

{n this olty every week from cholora {nfant- 

um superindaced by bad milk, bub little 
thought is given to it. No person need 

fear the cholera If he oxerolsos ordinary 
care {n diot, cleanliness and sanitary sur- 
roundings.

A SHIP DESTROYED. | 


A Bark Laden With Gunpowder 
Up. 

Greenock, Sept. 5.—The people of this 
city and neighborhood wore startled Satur- 
day by ao deafening roar that was sub- 
sequently ascertained to have been caused 
by oa powder explosion. The new ~ bark 
Auchmountain, with 20 tons of gunpowder 
on board, had beon lying at ager in the 
Firth of Clydo, off Greenock. Those per- 
sons who happened to be looking in the 
direction of the bark say thoy saw a 
blinding flash of light, which was 
aT] by a concussion that shook 
the earth, Then a dense smoke arose and 
when it lifted a little it was seen the bark 
had been blown to pieces. Her poop deck, 
hatches and deckhouses were blown to an 
immense height, while her masts were 
broken off, falling alongside the wreck. 
The sopaalne forecastle was blown out and 
the whole forward part of the vease] was 
torn to pieces, Aft, the destruction was 
ascomplete. Above the water line the 
planking was blown out, leaving huge holes, 
while below many of the butts were started 
and the water poured in in torrents. 

On shore the effects of the explosion were 
extensive. The windows of houses and 
shops along the water front were shattered, 
and some of the houses swayed to and fro 
as though moved by an earthquake. A 
pexucas feature of the accident is that no- 

ody aboard the bark was killed, although 
some of tho crow were badly burned and 
others wore thrown into the water. No ex- 
planation of the accident has yot been 
advanced. 

A despatch from Glasgow, which is 221¢ 
miles from this port, says that the explo- 
sion was heard there. ‘The people of Glas- 
gow thought it was an earthquake. Re- 
ports from various places near here say that

It in resolved that inspectors under con- 
trol of the provincial board be appointed at 
Montreal, Sorel, Three Rivers, Quebec, 
Levis, Riniouski and at other places whore 
it may be deemed necessary; also at Meta- 
pedia on the Intercolonial Railway and at 
Otterburn on the Temiscouata Railway, and 
at any other railw ay station where it may 
be deemod necessary in order to onforce 
tho bylaws of the Provincial Board of 
Health respecting the landing of emigrants 
or their effects or the landing of vessels 
coming from infected ports or having had 
cholera on board.

A Denial From the Allans, 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 6.—Sir Charles 
Tupper has sent the following cable message 
to the Department of Agriculture, dated 
yesterday: ‘‘Allans ask contradiction of the 
announcement cabled from Ottawa in Mon- 
day's papers stating Russian Jews and 
other foreign immigrants prevented going 
to the United States are being diverted to 
Cunadian routes.

NOT LIKELY FROM CANADA. 


The Health Commission Says This Country 
is Safo from Cholera, 


New York, Sept. 6.—The Quarantine 
Inspecting Commission, comprising Doctors 
J, A. Watson of New Hampshire, P. H. 
Bryce of Ontario, H. B. Baker of Michigan, 
J. M. McCormack of Kentucky, Lewis 
Balch of New York, and O. A. Lindsley of 
Connecticut arrived here from Quebec last 
night to hold an inter-state conference, and 
will proceed to quarantine to-day to in- 
spect tho islands in conjunction with Dr. 
Jonkins, the health officer, They will then 
proceed to Boston, Portland and Halifax, 
and on returning proceed down ae 
the coast to Galveston, where they wil 
meet the Moxican commission and confer 
with them, and then proceed to the Pacific 
coast, and after making an inspection tour 
of that coast willthen determine upon the 
best course to pursue in the present emer- 
gency. y 

Membors of the’ commission yesterday 
said they thought there was not much dan- 
gor of cholera being brought to this country 
by way of Canada in view of the quarantine 
arrangements there and the fact that all 
immigration has been ordered stopped at 
once. They didnot wish to express an 
opinion of the probability of cholera ox- 
tending to this city from the port until they 
had finished their inspection. 


NINE DEATHS IN NEW YORK. 


No Further Cholera Arrive in 
Port. 

New York, Sept. 6.—Policomen will 
patrol the lower harbor night and day and 
arrest anyone attempting to board the 
cholera ships 

The situation at quarantine is, as far ns 
any information has been obtained, practi- 
cally unchanged since Dr. Jonkins returned 
from the islanda last night. All the pas- 
sengers in the stocrage of the Normannia 
have been transferred to Hoffman's Island, 
whore they will remain under observation, 
Six cases of cholera were transferred to tho 
hospital on Swinburne Island yesterday. 
This leaves the Normannia with no one 
sick on board, and no steerage passengers; 
the Moravia with no sick on board, but 
with her cabin and steerage passengers 
there; the Rugia with none sick and cabin 
and steerage passengers on board. 

At present the vessels at upper quaran- 
tine are La Bourgogne from Havre, Fulda 
from Genoa, Darmstadt from Bremen and 
Brilliant from Hamburg. The Bourgogne 
will be visited by the doctor and some de- 
cision arrived at as to the cabin passengers. 

The freght steamship Mirand arrived 
this morning for Halifax aad St. John's, 
She left the other side before there was any 
that vicinity She 
was fumigated at quarantine and allowed 
to go to her dock All the 
atcamers slowed to go up to theis 
docks after being visited by the health offi- 
cers and oll found well. 

The Associated Press representative has 
just returned from LaBourgogne and the 
Brilliant. The passengers ond crews aro 
all well, but very impatient to got ashore, 
The large mail. for the passengers on 
Labourgogne was received with many ex. 
clamations of delight. This event forma 
the only break in the monotony of life 
aboard ship. rf 

Emil Boas, agent of the Hamburg-Ameri-

The Vietins Crematod 

Fires have been burning in the retorts of 
the crematocy at Swinburne Island ever 
since the Moravia cast anchor in the lower 
bay. 

The quarantine officials realized that 
soonor or later the fires must be used to 
burn the bodies of the cholera victima, and 
late on Saturday night the crematory was 
utilized for the firat time during the preva- 
lence of the scourge. 

Dr, Byron superinutended the work, which 
Was marl onied about midnight, The bodies 
were those of Mary Bonnichen, 16 months 
old, and Charlotte Hunger, 9 months old, 
They had died on board the Normannia, 
Aaron Potors, 62 years old, was another of 
the Rugia’s victims. 

In order to minimize the dangers of the 
infection the bodies of the dead were car- 
ried to the crematory on large iron trays. 
Dr. Byron describes the bodies as 
“cholera corpses,” by which it 
is understood ‘that the askia was 
dry, like parchment, and so loosely did it 
envelop the bodies that it could bo gathered 
in handfuls, the eyes were deeply sunken 
and the facea and bodies of the victims were 
livid, a hue due to the effect of the scourge, 
which drains the watery portion from the 
blood of the victim. 


At the crematories the bodies were trans- 
ferred to the superheated retorts and sub- 
jected to the high temperature for several 
fhotirs) or until they were reduced to a few 
ounces of ashes each, The ashes were 
carefully gathered in urns and buried yes- 
terday. 

As many persons object to the process of 
cremation for the disposal of the dead, Dr, 
Byron announced that objections of friends 
to this method would be reapected. There 
are conveniences of Swinburne Island for 
ombalming the bodies of cholern victims in 
a way that willeffectually destroy the germs 
of the disease. 

The process is 
thing like that in 
Egypt, and to a certain oxtent it 
mummifies the corpses. In addition to this 
there are vaults on the island in which the 
bodies can be placed until safety to the 
public health or the convenience of the 
friends of the dead will permit of their re- 
moval 

Dr. Byron went into voluntary exile at 
Swinburne Island yesterday afternoon, and 
will not leave it again until the prevalence 
of cholera and the scare induced by the 
disease has entirely subsided.

MGR. O'REILLy’S JUBILEE 


Fifty Venrs of Service for Ohureh 
State Will be Celebrated, 


New York, Sept. 6.— The devout Catho- 
lies of this city avd vicinity are preparing 
with a good deal of enthusiasm to celebrate 
next week the golden jubilee of Mgr. Ber- 
nard O'Reilly, who was ordained priest by 
Archbishop Nicolet of Canada Sept. 11, 
1842, just after his friend and schoolinate, 
Cardinal Taschereau, had been ordained by 
the same prelate. 

Imposing services will be held at the 
cathedral Sept. Sand the following day at 
the Church of the new Shrine of St. Anne. 

Dr. O'Reilly, in the 50 yeurs of his 
earnest stewardslip, has shown himself to 
be a most pious priest. He was only 23 
years of age when he entered the priest- 
hood, yet at once he appreciated the great 
loss which was accruing to Canada by the 
emigration of her brightest sons to the 
United States, and he b gan to take mea- 
sures for its repression. He felt it was im- 
poverishing Quebec more than the province 
could bear, 

With the hearty concurrence of Bishop 
Bourget of Montreal and the Governor 
General, Lord Elgin, he obtained from the 
Government a grant of 600 acres of land 
around Lakes Megantic and St. Francis, 
started a home colonization scheimv 

The British Government contri- 
buted £30,000 sterling and the experiment 
was highly successful, In Canada he is 
hailed as one of the benefactors of the 
country.

Accused of Killing Tis Child... 


Killed by m Palley—A Pecullar Will 
Wiled at Osgoode Hall—Genoral Cana 
dian News, 


Tononto, Sept. 6.— At 5.15 o'clock 
last evening an accident resulting tu the 
death of ono man and the injury of n second 
eccurred at the vinegar manufactory of 
William Wilson, 111-17 Bay-streot. ~The 
victims; 

JAMES BRICKENDEN, cooper, aged 53, 
residing at 1309 Quecn-street east, alive 
when taken out but died almost immedinte- 
ly; face and logs badly burned; death caused 
by inhalation of flame; leaves wife and 
even children. 


WILLIAM SMITH, cooper, residing at 389 
Wilton-avenue; slightly burned, 

Brickenden and Smitn went down cellar 
shortly after 5 o'clock to secure somo 
benzine to be used in mixing paint. Smith 
took o match and candle with bien, as he had 
been in the habit of doing for 7 years past. Ho 
had lighted the candle and was stooping down 
to draw the benzine from the barrel, when a 
sudden flash of flame, presumably caused by 
the vapor of the oil becoming ignited, filled 
the cellar. What followed is best 
told in Smith’s own Janguage; “I 
immediately started for the stairs and called 
out: ‘Jim, come ou.’ My apron was on fire, 
and my bair and mustache were singed. 
As I called to Brickenden 1 vworned round 
and saw that he was following me.” 

Smith ran into the office of the works, 
where William Graham, the excise inspector 
stationed at the factory, was reading, aud 

ave the alarm, Grabhm ran to the adjacent 
fireball and the departmeut was speedily on 
thospot. The fire bad nieantime savaliped 
the entire celiar, and three-quarters of an 
hour elapsed before the flames were oxtin- 
guished. A search wos then made for Brick- 
enudep, but it was some time beforo his 
burned and blackened body was found in the 
coal area under the sidewalk. After Smith 
called to him be bad evidently turned back 
with the object of reaching the sidewalk by 
meaus of the coalhole, but being of short 
stiture he was uuable to reach the Jid, and 
overcowe by smoke he fell back to bis death, 
Ho wos still breathiug when carried out, but 
died almost immediately. 

Tbe deceased was removed to bis late resi- 
dence at 1500 Queen-street eost in the patrol 
wagon, Mr, Willian) Sunth going ‘ahead to 
break the nows to the family. 

The legs und the whole of the lower part 
of the body were burned iu a most frightful 
manuer, 

Brickendep, who was 58 yoars of age, had 
been employed about the works for 20 years. 

He was on Evyplishman by birth, and for 
25 years bod resided at 13,0 Queen-street. 
He was on attendant of the Woodgreen 
Motbodist Church. Hv leaves a wife aud 
three grown-up daughters and four sons, two 
being tye owners of the carriage works at 
the Don, 

Vhe fire was confined to the cellar, The 
loss tu the stock through smoke and water 
will be about $10,000, and to the building 
about $3000 or $4000; fully insured,

Death of Rev, Dr. Hanckel. 


A Profound Thoologtan and Examining 
Obaplain of the Alexandria Seminary. 


(Special Telegram to tht Richmond Despatch, ) 

OH#ARLOTTESVILLE, Va., August 22. —'The 
Rev'd Dr. J. S. Hanckel, rector of Ch: lat 
Eplecopal Ohurch in this city, dled aot bis 
reoldence here this evening at 7 o'clock, In 
the 76th year of hisago. Ho had beon ill 
for more than two months, Dr, Hanckel 
was a native of Charleston, South Oarolina, 
where he was rector for a number of yeara 
of St. Paul’a: church, the oldest hou:e of 
worship in the State. Afterwards he occa 
pled a chair In the theologloal seminary at 
Spartanburg, which position ho reaigned to 
become rector of the church in Oharloties 
ville, where ho has labored unseatingly 
aluce December, 1868, He was universally 
regarded as ono of the most profound theo 
loglans of his denomination, and always 
took a most prominont part In the delib- 
erations of the State Vouncll. He was 
for many years sent os a delezato to the 
General Oonvention of the Eptscopal 
Ohuroh of tho United Stator. He was alco 
the examining chaplain of the Episcopal 
Theological seminary at Alexandria. His 
death will be mourned by a large number 
of relatives and nomerous friends and ad 
mirers all over the State. While quiet and 
unostentatious, hls many acts of benevol- 
ence are now well knowd. Decossed had 
been a widower fora number of years, A 
family of sevon—all growo—children sur- 
yive him; Tho Hon. L. T. Hanckel, Mayor 
of Charlottesville ; Mre. Maxey, of Phila- 
delphia ; Mrs. Jadge Lazivr, of Belleville, 
Canada ; Mr. Jobu Hancke), of Roavoke ; 
Mr. Allan Hanckel, of Norfolk, and Misges 
Nannle and Susie Hanokel, of thin city. 
The funeral services will take placo from 
the Eplecopal church in this city at 11 
o'olosk on Wednesday.

Hamsuna, Sept. 7.—Since noon yester- 
day 674 new cases of cholera and 264 deaths 
have been reported. According to official 
figures there have been since its outbreak 
here 6798 cases and 2940 deaths. Little 
reliance is placed in theso figures, however, 
as there isa strong suspicion that thoy do 
not begin to show the full ravages of the 
disease. 


The Report from Antwerp. 

ANTWERP, Sept. 7.—The cholera situation 
in this city is satisfactory. Since the out- 
break of the disease liere 75 persons have 
been attacked. Of this number 22 have 
been cured, 25 died and 28 are atill under- 
going treatment. 

Twelve new case of cholera and 10 deaths 
have occurred at Boom and 9 new cases and 
7 deaths at Bornhem since the outbreak of 
the disease in those places. 


No Manger in Berlin. 

Brruix, Sept. 7.—Dr. Guttman at a 
meeting of the Sanitary Commission yester- 
day announced that there was now not the 
slightest ground for fear of a cholera epi- 
demic in this city. Cholerine was steadily 
diminishing and only 10 suspicious casos 
were taken to the hospitals during the 
forenoon of yesterday. 

The sanitary measures adopted by the 
German authorities are stopping the im- 
pertation of Russian rags, many thousand 
ales of which are waiting on the frontier 
owing to importers declaring their inability 
to execute the required regulations in 
regard to fumigation and disinfection. 


Thirty-one Deaths at Paris. 

Panis, Sept. 7.—Four cases of cholernic 
disorders ocourred yesterday in St. Quen, a 
village four niiles north of this city. 

The frightful suddenness with which 
some persons succumb to the disease is 
shown in the case of a workman at Fer- 
maize, in the Department of Marne, who 
died in great agony two hours aftor being 
attacked with illness of a choleraic nature. 

Thirty-one persons died in this city yes- 
terday of choleraic disorders, and 329 
patients suffering frum the same malady 
mere admitted to the hospitals during samo 
time. 


Twelve Deaths Roported in London, 

Lonpox, Sept. 7.—In the weekly mortal- 
ity returns the Registrar-Genoral, after 
giving the death rate of London as 16 per 
1000, states that 12 deaths were duo to 
cholera or choleraic diarrhwa 





Quarantine at Detroit, 

Detroit, Sept. '7.—Tho Board of Health 
has declared to establish a 20-day quarantine 
in Detroit against emigrants coming by 
of Canada into the United States. As 
in New York, 20 days will bo the limit, 
but it does not follow thatall or any emi- 
eres will be dotained that length of time.

the leading young soviety Indies, awaited 
them. 

After luncheon D1. Gibson, president of 
the East Lambton Liberal-Conservative 
Association, read an address of welcome to 
the ininisters, which was followed by able 
and patriotic addresses from all the minis- 
ters and other distinguished visitors. 

At the close Hon. Sir John Thompson 
moved a vote of thanks to the ladies for 
the elegant luncheon, 

The motion was seconded by Hon. George 
K. Foster, aupported by the other Cabinet 
Ministers, and carried by a deafening 
round of applause. 

The crowd, which were of an unusually 
orderly character, then dispersed and the 
Ministers and guests were driven back to 
town. Tho ministers were ontertained by 
Mr. George Moncrieff, Q.C., M.P., at his 
residence prior to the departure of the 
special train which brought them from 
Ottawa.

Sir John on the Canal Tolls, 

Prrroiea, Ont., Sept. 7.—The great 
gathering of Liberal-Conservatives yesler- 
day to do honor to Dr. Moncrieff, M. P, for 
East Lambton, and to meet and welcome 
differentd members of the Dominion Cab- 
inet, was a great success. Sir John 
Thompson’s most important deliverance 
was that on the Government's policy re- 
garding the tolls at the Welland Canal.

I learned that Mr. Pusey ts working on 
the Irondale and Bancroft and has {bt well 
graded and a large number of mon working 
towards Bancroft, where ho expects to be 
next year. Ib ts his intention to put 
ap smelting works and make charcoal kilns, 
which will help Bancroft very much, and be 
better than carrying the ore off to the 
States. He can geb good water power and 
the material to flax his {ron at Bancroft. 

The weather is somewhat agalost the 
farmor, but moat of the crops have been gob 
{n, and If the frost keeps off ton days longer 
corn and buckwheat will be fully ripe. Po- 
tatoes and other root crops are good —pota- 
toes esposlaily, if | may judge from those I 
ate at sancroft, Madoo, aad Bridgewater. 
New potatoes are selling at 40ots. per bag, 
and I assure you the people do not live on 
potatoes and ‘point,’ but have plenty of 
good beef, mutton, pork, and fish also—to 
say nothing of turkeys, geese and chickens.

Illegal Measures, 


A Warning to Grain Threshors and Hop 
Growers. 


The Inspector of Welghts and Measures 
for this district has been devoting most of 
his time for the past three weeks to com- 
plaints made to him of the measures which 
are used by grain threshers and hop grow- 
ers in this county and that of Prince 
Edward, and the result {s that many selz- 
ures have been made, as In few cases have 
the measures been found legal ones, while 
others have been discovered to be fraud- 
ulent. The tnspector showed us In his 
office to-day measures carried by threshers, 
which had been inspected and stamped but 
had been made to measure from one to two 
gallons less than they originally did by re- 
moving from one to two inches from the 
rims at the bottoms and then Inserting new 
bottoms {In them. Now the assistant in- 
spectors of this division are in other 
counties and are seizing righb and left 
there. Mr. Johnson desires us to say that 
in eve.y caso where fraud can be proven 
he intends to prosecute, as also to bring 
teab cases {n each county to show the grain 
threshers and hop growers that they must 
nob use or have In thelr possession other 
than legal measures. If, however, Sllegal 
measures are voluntarily brought to the 
Weights and Meesures oftice here no prose- 
cutiona will ensue. 

A more recent charge made to the In- 
apector Is that some canning factories are 
contracting for and buying apples by the 
crate, the crate belpg used as @ measure, 
This Mr. Johnson says is a violation of the 
Weights and Measures Act, which recites : 
‘Every contract, bargain, sale or dealing 
made or had in Oanada ln respect of any 
work, goods, wares or merchandise, or other 
thing which has been or Is to be done, sold, 
delivered, carried or agreed for by welght 
or measure shall be deemed to be made and 
had according to one of the Dominion 
welghts or measures ascertained by this act 
or some multiple or part thereof, end if nob 
eo made or had shall be vold."” * * * 
**The use of local and customary measures 
or of heaped measures shall nob be lawful.”

Full Report of the Fight 


New ORLEANS, Sept. 8.—Tho crowd that 
flocked in the streets yesterday was noticeably 
larger than on avy previous day of tho tight- 
ing carnival. Tho town was chock full ata 
o'clock this afternoon and all the men who 
alood along the curbs wore talking about the 
fight 

Corbett got up at 
firatrate, He took a sponge bath and atea 
square meal, Ho stayed in the house all day, 
not leaving it until no went to the fight. 

Sullivan did not leave his room until about 
1\0o’clock. He was then taken to the Sport- 
ing Men's Gymnastic Club, whero ho took 
light exercise to provent gotting stiff, 

The méb went out to the club bouse in 
every cur that started from anywhore along 
the ling, Itwasa great mob in numbers, 
and by 7.30 the galleries in the arena were as 
full as they should have been. The reserved 
seats were only pretty well filled and the 
house began to look like a real good one, At 
the McAuliffe and Dixon affairs there were 
more people in the building at the same hour, 
but there were moro people who, for this go 
to-night, had reserved sdénts ond did not 
come away outof the club house, which is 
situated so far away from the contre of the 
city, until a time when there is a possibility 
of a quick assuming of hostilities, 


The Noted Colored Men Prosent. 

A rather interesting incident occurred 
while the assomblage was waiting, wheu one 
of Pugilist Dixon's friends, Lawyer Vance, 
was ordered out of the arena, Dixon was 


with Vanoe at the time, and when be found 
that Vance must go Dixon dignifledly said he 
would go, too, It was all a question of color. 
The club does not allow colored mon to seo 
their shows, but made an exception in Dix- 
on’s case, because George had been a {con- 
Wwstant in the ring of the organiza- 
tion, but when George tried to have 
his frieud, the man in whose hose be bas 
been living, to see the show he was called 
down. The little fellow was equal to the 
occasion, all the same, and went to President 
Noel to say in a quiet way that Mr, Vance 
must be allowed to remain, Vance remained 
after that. Tom O'Rourke, Dixon’s backer, 
sought out Clark of Chicago, Jobnny 
Murphy's backer, and informed him that in 
case the Sullivan-Corbett fight was of short 
duration Dixon would fight Murphy on 
the samo stage and give the spectators 
& ‘littl more fun for their money, 
Clark wasmum. This was the result of a 
slight verbal scrap between the two early in 
the evening. 

One of Corbett’s seconds to-night was Jim 
Daly of Philadelphia, who has been with 
Jorbett as sparing partner for a long time, 
It Bappstisei Wo weversi¢ was only by a scratch 
that Daly got there, for he hit a man and 
nearly did him up ata ball in Oddfellows’ 
Hall early this morning and was arrested. 
It tookall the influence of the powerful 
Olympic Club to get Jim out of hock. 

Corbett Won the Toss, 

At the tossing for corners between John- 
son for Bullivan and Delauey for Corbett 
this afternoon Delaney called ‘ Tails” and 
won. He selected the “lucky corner,” as it 
is called, the one that Fitzsimmons had twice 
and McAuliffe and Dixon occupied this week, 

It was 8.40 when tho scales were brought 
in to weigh the gloves, and at tho samo time 
it was officially announced that Billy 
Delaney and Prof. John Donaldson of St, 
Paul would do the chief work on Corbett 
when in his corner, and Daly, Dillon and 
Prof. Mike Donovan of New York 
Athletic Club would be around to 
band up bottles and give advice, 
There was a tremondous crowd in the build- 
ing at this time; no room could be found 
anywhere, 

3at Masterson was named as Corbett’s 
timekeeper. 

Sullivan came on firstat85ip.m. His 
last handlers, Johnson, McAuliffe, Jo Lan- 
non and Casey, were with him. Jack Ashton 
was not to be seou. It was said Jack had 
seon too much from the red contents of the 
bowl and been fired 

Corbett came in almost immediately after 
with his friends as named above, as woll as 
W. A. Brady, his manager, Both were strip- 
ped all the way up and down}, except 
that they wore trunks and shoes and stock- 
ings. Sullivan’s trunks were. ofa bright 
green and Corbett’sof a queer mixture of 
white and a shade of slate. Corbett seemed 
nervous after be bad taken his seat and 
swung his legs from the floorup and back 
again like ap amateur, Then all hands col- 
leoted"in the middle of the ring and shook 
bands; bandlors and all. It was announced 
that Sullivan weighed 212 pounds and Cor- 
bett\187 pounds.

Virchow on the Cholera, . 
BERLIN, Sept, 7. -Prof. Virchow has 
published the result of his enquiries in Rus- 
sia in regard to the cholera and the facts 
ccnnected with it, He declares that the 
meusures in force in Russia for treating per- 
sons attacked with the malady and for pre- 
venting its spread are good,and that Russia 
is ahead of Gormany in this respect, The 
excoptional virulemce of the plague in the 
Volga district, Prof. Virchow adds, is be- 
cause the physical condition of the inhabi- 
tants is so reduced by famine that it is 
impossible to save them once they 
aro attacked by cholera, Professor 
Virchow adds that owing to in- 
adequate knowledge of the bacillus it is 
impossible to tell whether the cholera will 
resur in the spring. He holds that the 
theory that the disease germ is killed by 
the cold is a mistake, ds winter epidemics 
have occurred in Sc. Potersburg.

Pastour and Inocalation,

Hespent many years of 
his priestly life in that city, Possessed of 
talents of a high order, and being ever con- 
spicuous for bis energy and pivty, be was 
selected by Pope Pius 1X., after being raised 
to the priesthood in 1849, as the first 
bishop of the diocese of Armidale, 
Australia. ‘There be labored with great 
fruit for some years, but the hot cli- 
mate and the exposure consequent upon 
his visitations of sé vast a diocese tol upon 
his constitution and obliged him to resign 
bis charge and return to Europe. ‘To use bis 
own words, be returned to the Eternal City 
to die, Buta few years’ rest in Rome sone- 
what restored his health, and at the request 
of the late Archbishop Lynch he came to 
Canada in 1879 to co-operato iu the work of 
the archdiocese of Toronto. On his arrival 
hero he at once took charge of St, Paul's 
parish, where bo has ever since remainod, 
he result of bis 12 years’ pastorate js seeu in 
the commodious schools in Queen-street, in 
the splendid new church, iu the general con- 
dition of the surroundings, but, above all, in 
the thorough organization arid adiministra- 
tion of the parish, and the spirit of faith and 
deyotion which avimates its people.

the French Admiral at 
Genoa, 


Genoa, Sept. 10,—The event of yester- 
day was the formal reception of the French 
Admiral Rieunier, who brought a letter 
from President Carnot, Admiral Rieu- 
nicer, his chief of staff, and the commanders 
of the French warships were conveyed in 
court carciages to the palace, where they 
were received with full military honors. 
King Humbert, with the Prince of Naples, 
the Dake of Genoa, the Count of Turin and 
the Ministry received Admiral Ricunier, 
and shook hunds with him. Speeches ex- 
pressive of wishes for the welfare of King 
Humbert and President Carnot and for the 
Italian and French people were then made 
by the French admiral and the King of 
Italy. 

The King then presented the admiral to 
the Italian princes and ministers. After- 
wards he cordially conversed with the 
French officers, and tho reception then be- 
came more general in character, 


ANOTHER TRUST CONCERN FAILS. 


One ofa Series of Gigantio Bank and 
Building Soolety Suspensions, 


Lonpon, Sept, 10.—The failure of the 
House and Land Investment Trust (Ltd.), 
announced yesterday, is part of a series of 
gigantic bank and building society suspen- 
sions now involving liabilitiesapproximating 
£6,000,000. The first failure was that of 
the London and General Bank (Limited), 
the next that of the Liberator Permanent 
Building and Investment Society, and now 
comes the suspension of the House and Land 
Investment Trust. The nominal’ capital of 
each of these concerns does not reprosent 
anything approaching the liabilities. The 
money which they owe is chiefly due to de- 
positors and investors who had been induc- 
ed to participate in tho affuirs of tho eon- 
cerns by the alluring high rate of interest 
which they offered.

that on these shores he could realize his 
dream. His old parents, who had seen the 
letter from America, were opposed to his 
coming here. But he persisted, and one 
night he left his homo, deserting his wife 
and nine children, He took about $10,000 
with him, Since then he had been con- 
sidered lost by his pareats. They wrote to 
friends and consuls throughought the world 
begging them if they met Eisenstadt to in- 
duce the wanderer to return.” 

One of these letters was recoived by 
Isadore Nickritz. 
the nophew exhausted every means to find 
tho lost son, They did not hear of him, 
however, until the description of his dead 
body was published in the newspapers. On 
Tuesday, they admit, they visited the 
Brooklyn Morgue and recognized the body 
in the box as that of Eisenstadt, They 
said nothing of the identification, however, 
and when they passed the kecper at the 
door of the morgue they shook their 
heads in token of not having identified the 
body. 

They admitted this fact yesterday, but 
would not explain the object of their 
action. 

This bas set the Brooklyn police 
guessing. 

The detective force working on the case 
was doubled yesterday, Detective Ser- 
geant O'Rourke was reinforced by Detective 
Sergeant Ryan. Both of them returned to 
Captain Kenny last night with a great deal 
less information than they had gathered 
the day before. 

They were still waiting last night for 
some of theconspirators to surrender. The 
detectives believe that one of the men will 
do so to-day, although he was expected to 
report yesterday. 

This man is the one who is said to have 
been a real estatedealer. He hasa partner 
and both of them have disappeared. But 
the police think they will return, and they 
are waiting for them to do so in the hope 
that the mystery will be cleared up at that 
time. 

The confiding faith of the police is re- 
markable, The alleged nephew of the mur- 
dered man has not been interrogated by 
them. They say, however, that they will 
have a tall with him within a day or two. 

The young Hebrow who came to this 
country with Kisenstadt and was his cone 
stant compapion up to the time that Eison- 
stadt was lastseen has not been captured. 
The police still call him Solomon, although 
his right name is said to be Mestrassky. 
He is set down by the police as the agent 
for the Association of Assassins, and all 
efforts are directed toward his capture. 

It was found yesterday that Eisenstadt 
came to this country on July 29 by the way 
of Boston, Solomon was his campanion on 
the steamship, The names of the men who 
went away from the East BroadWay house 
with Dieenstadt and Mestrassky last Satur- 
day are known to the police and some effort 
is being made to capture them. [t is 
thought that they knew LEisenstadt in the 
Old Country, and being aware that he had 
money planned to lure him to this country 
and then rob and murder him.

Twenty-four years ago they came to Can- 
ada and they have been living in Emorald- 
street here. ‘Lhe defendant has amassed 
some property and has $2000 in the bank. 

In the witness box the plaintiff told a 
rather pathetic story of the way she has 
been treated, For forty years she has 
worked with und for the defendant only to 
be thrown off in her old age, while Joseph 
goos off with a younger woman, She said 
that she firat met Thompson in 1850 in 
Bramptom, Cumberland, Eng., and in 1853 
she went to live with him. ay came 
here in 1868, and with her £65 a lot was 
purchased on which a house was subse- 
quontly built, She kept cows, attending 
to them and cleaning the stables herself, 
and selling the milk, and all the money sho 
could save was given to Thompson, who 
banked it in his own name. She 
kepp a garden which she dug and 
tended herself, and worked day and night 
for the defendant. Asshe got old ho got 
tired of her and began to abuse her, 
“When I went tothe magistrate first for 
the summons, I was black and blue,” she 
said. 

“How did you get that?” asked Mn 
Nesbitt. 

“From Thompson,” she said, 

‘*How did he do it?” 

“With his feet.” 

About three months ago they had a row 
and Thompson left her, and he has since 
married a Mrs, Cook, at least so ale was 
informed. 

“Did he ever buy you any clothes?” ask- 
od tho lawer. 

No,” 

‘How about the clothes you have on?” 

“Those are the clothes I wore when I 
came out to Canada,” she replied. Shoe 
looked as if ahe had stopped out of one of 
the dim old daugerrotypes that came down 
to us from the forties, A bonnet with a 
frill around the face framed her well- 
formed but withered visage, and she wore 
a shawl and light-colored dress such as 
were the fashion about the time Queen 
Victoria was married. 

On cross-examination by Mr, Crerar she 
was asked why they didn't get married. 
‘‘Because we didn’t,” shoe explained briefly. 
She was willing: but Joseph wasn't. She 
had worked for him for years, baked his 
bread, did his housework and saved money 
for him and now she wanted alimony or at 
east wages. 

After hearing the plaintiffs testimony 
the judge suggested a settlement and the 
lawyers conferred together, but the old 
woman appeared to be obdurate, and they 
reported that the settlement could not be 
effected. 

“Well, I will dismiss the jury and try 
the case myself,” said Judge Falconbridge. 

Mr. Crerar said he offered to give the 
plaintiff $600 in fall. 

Mr. Nesbitt pointed out that in view of 
the fact that the defendant is worth $5000, 
the woman ought to get at least $1000. 

Tho judge in reply said that it was a case 
in which the court might find that the 
woman had no legal rights, although. the 
caso was certainy ahard one. That phase 
of the situation should be brought to the 
plaintiffs notice. 

After some consultation between the 
lawyers, Mr. Nesbitt suid: “I think, my 
lord, I will assume the responsibility of 
accepting the offer on behalf of the plain- 
tiff’ 

“T consider your decision is judicious,” 
said his lordship, and a verdict for $600 in 
full of all demands was entered.

POLITICS QUIET IN ENGLAND 


The First Sen of the New 


Things in Ireland. 

Laispon, Sept. 12.—There is a dead calm 
in politics here just now. A’ trace has 
been sounded in both political camps, and 
nothing is likely to occur till romor busies 
itself with What may be taking place in 
October, The Redmondites attempted to 
break the spell by the issue of a manifesto 
announcing their determination to remain 
true to Ireland and warning the people 
against the evil day preparing for them 
by the McCarthyites, who have de- 
livered themselves up to Mr. Gladstone 
bound hand and foot. But this has been 
heard before, and no one particularly cares 
what Mr, Redmond ane his melancholy 
mon say or do, The first impulse on their 
projecting themselves on the scene is to 
count theic number, They remain only 
nine—personally insignificant in the aggre- 
gate, and impotent. There has been some 
slight flutter among the Conservatives at 
the appearance of the document as eceming 
to promise sport in the coming session, but 
itis felt that if Mr. Gladstone devises a 
Home Rule scheme acceptable to the bulk 
of the Irish tmembera returned at the 
general election, the Redmondites dare not, 
even if they were able, do anything to 
wreck it, 

Mr. Morley in Ireland, 

Mr, Gladstone is at Hawarden. ‘The 
pleasing monotony of a week of rest is not 
disturbed even by a combatant cow. Sir 
William Harcourt is at Wiesbaden in the 
hope of saving his eyesight. Other Cabinet 
ministers are taking a holiday in pleasanter 
circumstances, Only Mr. John Morley is 
in harness, He hus gone over to Ireland to 
enter upon the duties of Chief Secretary. 
It is one of his Home Rule instincts that 
Treland should as far as possible be gov- 
erned from Dublin, He will carry that 
out by residing at the Secretary's Lodgo 
for the greater part of the recess, bringing 
himself into touch with all classes and in- 
tercsts. 

The first outward visible sign of a new 
era dawning over Ireland was the absten- 
tion of the police from attending the mest- 
ing of the evicted tenants held at \Wood- 
ford the other day. Under the late regime 
a portion of Mr. O’Brien’s audience on this 
occasion would havo been a cordon of police, 
baton in hand, with one of their number on 
the platform struggling with an inadequate 
knowledge of shorthand to report his 
speech. 

In the last Parliament it was noted, more 
especially toward the close, how per- 
sistently death attacked the Ministerial 
side. The first vacancy created by death 
in the new Parliament is still on the Minis- 
terial side, now under Mr, - Gladstone's 
leadership. Mr. Winterbotham held Ciren- 
cester for the Liberals at the general elec- 
tion by a majority of only 153. The seat 
will be contested, and the result will be 
watched for with keen anxiety on both 
sides, Mr, Winterbotham was a Glouces- 
ter man, His family has been long con- 
nected with the district, and he himself was 
personally popular. There was something pa- 
thetic about his death. He has been suffering 
for months from an affection in the throat, 
and was treated for an abscess. He came to 
London a fortnight ago for an operation, 
which revealed the presence of cancer. Mr. 
Winterbotham, who was gradually sinking, 
was told on Thursday morning that he had 
not 12 hours to liye. ‘Then Ill die at 
home,” he said. ‘Take me there.” So 
they ordered an ambulance onrT ieee and 
carried the dying man off to his place in 
Gloucestershire. He was sinking fast when 
he arrived at the railway station near his 
home. It Wasa race with death along the 
high road, and it ended in a dead heat. The 
member for Cirencester was alive when he

Ihe Collision 


The passenger train, epgine and forward 
truck of the smoking car No. 72 had crossed 
over on the branch track, which 
left passenger cars 39 and 158 
on the cross over, and 37, the fatal car 
standing on the main westbound track. 
Engine 200, to which the freight train was 
attached, was a powerful eight drive 
wheeler of the Mogul pattern, When the 
engine struck the rear car it entered like a 
wedge, splitting it into two parts, each of 
which fell outward on the track, while the 
roof of the car lodged on _ the top 
of the locomotive The recoil from the 
collision drove the heavily-loaded freight 
cars backward, and although the two cars 
nearest the engine, which were refrigerator 
cars, and a Burton stock car were not in 
jured, the 10 or 12 cars behind them were 
amashed into kindling Several of 
them were loaded with lumber, and this 
was strewn all along the track. The cars 
were piled upon one another in indescribable 
confusion, completely blocking both tracks 
for over 100 yards. As soon as the acci- 
dent occurred word was despatched by 
telegraph to the various police stations in 
Boston, Somerville and Cambridge and sur- 
geons were sent to the scene by special 
train. 

A Wild Rush From the Cars, 

A soon as the crash came there was at 
once a wild rush to get out of the cars, 
Frantic men aud women rushed about 
in a ‘ parposeless manner shrieking 
and groaning. Flames began to burst 
from the wrecked freight cars. Two,alarms 
on the fire blels were hurriedly sounded 
aud the fire department of Cambridge 
responded promptly aud soon put out the 
flannes. Then the work of recovering tho 
dead and injured began. The windows of 
the rear cars had to be broken in 
and a portion of the side cut ont 
in order to. reach them, The sta- 
tion was turud into an emergency 
hospital, to which was taken those removed 
from the wreck. Ove by one the dead 
bodies were brough in and placed upon the 
floor. Mangled by the crash of timbers, 
scalded by steam and blackened by fire, 
they presensed a sickening appearance. 
The groats of the injured and the cries of 
thoso who were searching for missing 
friends, and relatives added to the horror 
the scene. The of attending to ‘the 
wants of the numerous sufferers was 
quickly commenced. Vehicles of all de 
scriptions were pressed into service and 
began hurriedly to transport the injured to 
the Cambridge City Hospital. The doctors 
were greatly aided by the women of the 
West Cambridge district who, braved the 
horrors of the terrible scene in the depot, 
to make bandages and bring water 
and atimulants to the injured and 
dying. As quickly as the injured 
could be attended to, the dead, many of 
whom were burned or scalded beyond all 
recognition, were taken to Long’s nnder- 
taking establishment, there to await the 
action of medical examiners.

Clearing Away the Wreck. 

The work of clearing away the debris 
was pushed vigorously all night by a large 
wrecking gang and by 11.30 this fore- 
noon both tracks had been cleared suf 
ficiently to allow trains pass. 
The passenger cars, other than the rear 
one, Were not very much injured, but the 
shock to their occupants was only a little 
less severe than that sustained by those in 
the last car, The pilot and cylinder boxos 
of the trejght engine were poked under- 
neath the forward truck of the rear pas- 
senger car, which made it almost impossible 
for any human being injured who occupied 
seats in that car, 

On the rear end of the ill-fated car a 
man’s legs were dangling, the trunk being 
found a quarter of a mile down the track, 
The prevailing impression was that it was 
a tramp stealing a ride on the pilot of the 
freight engine or tucked away on the rear 
truck of the passenger [he rear 
brakeman of the train, who 
shortly after the accident was sent back 
about 600 feet to notify the 
engineer of the freight train 
of danger ahead, states that he went back 
as directed and signalled the freight train 
and his signal was answered by two 
whistles, which is the usual answer that 
signals have been seen and noted

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A FREIGHT WAR IMPENDING. 


The Canadian Proeitic Intends to Carry 
the War in Africa, 


Cutcaco, Sept. 12. — Traflic Manager 
Olds of the Canadian Pacific said yesterday 
that the Soo reduction of 50 per cent. in all 
rates from Boston to St. Paul was the open- 
ing campaign gunin the Canadian Pacific 
policy of meeting the Southern Pacific im- 
port rates, aside from developing the inter- 
esting fact that the Canadian Pacific at last 
acknowledges official jurisdiction over the 
Soo. Mr. Olds’ declaration is far more im- 
portant as showing thatthe threatened fight 
ison, It means a wholesale reduction in 
transcontinental rates of 50 per cent. or the 
withdrawal by the Southern Pacific of its 
import tariff. This is so low as to make 
lower rates from European countries 
to Sun Francisco than exactly correspond- 
ing rates from New York, or even New 
Orleans. 

The Canadian Governmont is back of and 
meeting the crusade of the Canadian 
Pacific and domestic manufacturers will be 
able to control California traffic from which 
it has been excluded by the discriminating 
rates of the Southern Pacific. The Inter- 
State Commission has decided that the 
Southern Pacific import rates are illegal, 
but has done nothing to enforce the de- 
cision.

A Talk About Madagscar, 

A reporter of the New York Sun inter 
viewed Mr, Fredoriok Tay!or after his ro- 
turn from Madagascar. Mr. Taylor eald ; 
‘There Js not a road or highway on the 
island, The Hovas, who are the relgning 
tribe there, are so jeslous and fearful of 
white supremacy, that they will not per- 
mit a road to be constructed, and if the 
Frenoh, who have assumed a sort of pro 
tectorate over the Island, should attempd 
to capture the capital It would cost them 
abt least 20,000 men before they reached ft. 
There nothiog but paths. There is not a 
hirse nora mole nr any other beast of 
burden on that frlind. Nine millfons of 
people and the only method of carriage 
{s upon the backs of strong men.’ 

‘How then did youtravel?’ the reporter 
asked him, ‘Did you make a pedesterlan 
tour!’ 

Ab *Tamatave, which Is the chief town on 
the eastern coast, I was very kindly treated 
by the Governor, and by his help I secured 
twenty-elght porters, strong, lusty fellows ; 
some of them carried my provisions and 
some carried me. They have a primitive 
sort of carriage, consisting of a canvas 
seat, with two foot roasts fastened two 
fron polos. IJ was acated thus, and four of 
tho.mev, two in front and two in the rear, 
put the poles upon their shoulders and car- 
rlod me much of the way.

Had the porters been breacher- 
ours they could have pushed me overa 
preciploe, and had they not been more 
careful I might have teken many missteps 
which would have hurled me hundreds of 
foot bolow.’ 

Tho reporter asked Mr, Taylor some 
thing about the aconory, and he described 
{t as exquisite along the coast, while the 
mountain scenery is grand; but in the 
interlor the country Is desolate and barren, 
and doesn't seem to farnish sustenance for 
wild boaste. There area few pumas some 
thing like the American mountain lion 
andsome snakes, bub the travellor in

Reilly 
staggered to the street, where he fell and 
died ina few minutes,’ The murder was 
entirely unprovoked. (In consequence of 
the killing of Reilly the sailors of the 
United States vessels are not allowed to go 
on Ahore while they remain at Genoa, 


A BANK IN. DIFFICULTIES. 
The Birkbeck, Eng, Bank Distrusted by 
Depositors, 


Lonpon, Sept. 13.—The great building and 
bank society, which was announced in these 
despatches Friday as being involvedin the 
failure of tho London and General Bank, the 
Liboral Permanent Building and Investment 
Society and the House and Land Investment 
‘Trust, is the Birkbeck Bank. The 
Birkbeck Bank is the oldest of 
the associated building trusts. Yesterday 
a run was made on the bank, and the 
premises were choked with customers with- 
drawing their money. The demands were 
mado with rapidity. The manager attributed 
the run on the bauk to the position brought 
about by the failure of building societies. 
He said: “Our total liabilities, which we 
may be called to pay on demand amount to 
2£5,674,000,. We baye securities on which wo 
cau immediately realize £5,544,000, and have 
money locked up in lands and buildings,” 

This evening the crowd of creditors of the 
bank was greatly ougmented. Wild excite- 
ment prevailed, althongh the bauk at six 
o'clock will still paying everyone who de- 
manded his money, ‘he authorities of the 
bank announce this evening that the Union 
Bavk has guaranteed them the sum of £1,- 
000,000 with which to moet their liabilities,

Disgraceful Opposition to the Landing of

Frre Isuanp, Sept. 13.—There were ex- 
citing scenes here yesterday afternoon, and 
owing to demonstrations by from 300 to 
400 bay men and others, led by Supervisor 
Young and ex-Supervisor Vail of Islip town, 
who took possession of the docks, armed 
with shot guns, oars and other weapons, 


railroad and steamship lines bave begun to 
refuse taking them over their routes. A 
large body of immigrants westward-bound 
went to the Grand Central Depot on Satur- 
day night, They wore foformed that they 
could not be taken and returned to Ellis 
Island, Yesterday they succeeded in getting 
passage over the Pennsylvania road, 

Some of the lines which have | re- 
fused to take immigrants are the Balti- 
more & Obio, the Erie, the Ontario & West- 
ern, the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western, 
the old Dominion Steamsbip Live, the Nor- 
wich Steamboat Line and the Hartford 
Steamboat Line. These lines refuse immi- 
grants because various states will not allow 
them to enter their territory without a medi- 
cal certificate from the immigration author- 
ities hore. 

A misapprehension seems to prevail in 
many states that quarantine arrangements, 
aswell as immigration matters, are under 
tho supervision of the Federal autho- 
rities at this port, and that when an immi 
grant is allowed to leave be should be fortifi- 
ed with a clear bill of bealth This 
was the main reason why the rail- 
road and steamboat lines discontinued 
carrying immigrants, In future each imimi- 
grant landed at Ellis Island will be provided 
with a curd declaring that the bearer has 
been sufficiently disinfected and bis baggage 
fumigated and is in good health, 
cards will be sigued by Dr. Wheeler, surgeon 
of the Marine Hospital service.

must make use of all his philosophy; ‘‘there 
{s no use to glve up the ship till the bottum 
falls oud," ls my motto. My freedom from 
seasickness and my continual employment, 
dragging poor, sick, frightened women and 
children out of the lee scupper, where the 
water was a foot deep (into which they 
would be thrown with every heave of the 
vessel), diverted my mind from other things, 
Thero fs a comloal side to every tragedy, It 
is sald, and if the reader had seen my fight 
with a big Saratoga traok on castors, I am 
sare you would have laughed In spite of the 
misery around us, 1t seemed to be endowed 
with perpetual motion, and made Itself pain- 
fully folt everywhere ; it would come from 
some hidden place and hit me a whack or 
the shins, then cff 1b would go to pay the 
same compliment to somebody else ; how- 
ever, I managed ab last to oatch 1b while 
making one of Its mad charges upon my poor 
legs, and capsized {t, and that ‘settled It’s 
hash,” It ts ourlous, too, what vagaries will 
come Into a person's head when he ought to 
be thinking of something elae. While oth- 
ers around me were praying, alnging hymns 
&o., a verse of an almoat forgotten sea song 
kept continually ringing in my ears, as fol- 
lows: 


One night came on a hurrioane, 
he seas were mountains rolling, 
When Barny Buntline turned his quid, 
And said to Billy Bowline;

As I have said before 
the gale had increased to a hurricane, and, 
belng in the trough of the sea, our vessel 
became completely uncontrollable, and 
when a blg wave would strike her on her 
windward side, she would roll over so far 
on her beam ends that I thought on one or 
two occasions that she would never rise 
agaln, and the upper cabla awayed to such 
an extent thud the fron preventive braces 
fell one after another with such a terrible 
crash that we thought the boat was going 
to pleces, All the lamps went out, adding 
darkness to our other horrors, causing the 
already terror stricken people to become 
perfectly frantic. One woman in particular 
who was lying on the deck at my feeb gob 
hold of my leg and begged me to save her 
little girl ff [ could; as for herself, she 
was sure to be drowned. Just then, before 
I could make her any reply, a mighty wave 
struck the vessel, dashing over the top of 
the cabin, sweeping off one of the life-boats 
from {ts fastenings, and leaving it dangling 
over the slde and pounding against it with 
a nolse like thunder at every heave of the 
sea, at the same time tearing a large hole 
out of the cabin deck. Lord, save us! We 
are gone now, for certaln, was the 
universal cry. And I thought so 
myself as I clung wlth desperation to my 
friendly mast to save myself from falling 
on the deck. This proved, however, to be 
the turning point of our troubles, for after 
remalning for, as we thought, an endless 
time on her beam ends, our good ship 
righted herself on an even keel and shook 
the water from her like a duck and taking 
advantage of a lull in the tempest, dashed 
abead on her course at full speed ; fortun- 
ately the drift caused by the wind com- 
ing from the quarter It did, had carried her 
so far by this time toward the Prince Ea- 
ward shore, that {tb acted asa breakwater 
{n a manner, lessening the slze and power of 
the waves the further we advanced toward 
{t. The gale, too, had greatly décreased 
in violence so that the boat became more 
mapageable, and we began to think that 
the danger was about over, and we were 
right, for the wind dled gradually away to 
asteady breeze from the north, the seas 
fell rapidly, and above all, the blessed day- 
light came to sheer us. Torror gave way 
to joy, sea sickness lost its hold upon Its 
victims, and things, too, began to settle In 
their old places and every one congratulat- 
ed each our lacky escape from 
death. The morning sun shone upon a 
pallid, forlorn looking seb of individuals, bub 
& good wash and a hearty breakfast soon 
sob usup. Abd asorb of public moeting 
got up in the saloon by the passengers, our 
gratitude took the form of a vote of thanks 
and a written address to the captain, mate 
and crow for thelr good managemonp In 
bringing us safely to land. We soon after 
arrived at Kingston, where we were ro- 
celved with loud choors by a large crowd of 
sympathizing people, who had come to wel- 
come their friends, whom dame rumor had 
consigned to a w atery grave. Oar boat pre- 
| sented a storm-boaten appearance. The 
life boat was still hanging over the side, 
and altogether showed that though staunch 
in her hull, her upper works had suffered

Alleged Conspiracy. 


The Charge Against Patrick MoCambridge, 
Tried Before the County Judgo'’s Orim- 
inal Court, Collapses, and He is Honor- 
ably Discharged. 


On the 28th of June last, a charge of 
orlminal conspiracy was preferred against 
Patrick McOambridge, of Frankford, by 
one Leonard Shannon, and on the prelim- 
{nary trial before Mr. Flint, P.M., the 
defendans was committed for trial. His 
counsel, E, Guss Porter, applied for a 
speedy trial, and the case came up before 
His Honor Jadge Fraleck, sitting in the 
Oounty Judge's Criminal Court, yesterday, 
reeulting in the complete exoneration of 
the defendant at the close of the case for 
the Orown, without the defendant calling 
any witnesses, The case has attracted more 
than ordinary attention, and the defendant 
{s entitled to much sympatby as the result 
above shows. The case arose out of the 
celebrated Frankford robbery, which took 
place at McOambridge’s Hotel, in Frank- 
ford, in November Jast, when a valise, con- 
taining a quantity of valuable jewelry, and 
an overcoat, were stolen. MoCambridge 
has since then been most active in his 
efforts to ascertain who was gallty of the 
theft, and to convict the parties, some of 
whom are now serving out the sentence of 
the Oourt. The ioformant in this case 
wes one of the parties whom MoUam- 
bridge had arrested and tried for the 
larceny, bub who was not convicted. 
Hiram Salder, a farmer Ilving near Frank- 
ford, was another who was trled for recely- 
ing or seoretlog stolen property knowlng Ib 
to be stolen, a part of the stolen property 
having been found burled under a stump 
on his farm. The Informant In this case 
charged MoOambridge with having hired 
one Daniel Shannon, a brother of the In- 
formant, to pat the stolen property on Sni- 
der's farm, where {b was found, with the 
intention of extorting money out of Snider, 
and endeavored to establish his case by the 
evidence of John Rogers and Solomon Ma- 
bee, two others who had been prosecuted 
by McCambridge for steallng the goods. 
At the close of the crown's case, Mr. Porter 
moved for the discharge of the defendant, 
which was granted, the learned Judge re- 
marking that from the evidence It appeared 
that the witnesses Rogers and Mabeo were 
(if any svch plot was arranged, which he did 
not belleve) implicated In ib and were par 
ticeps oriminis, and that a conviction could 
not be made against the defendant on sush 
evidence. The defendant was then dis- 
charged.—Geo. E, Henderson, Q.O., for 
the Crown; E. Guss Porter for defb.

Is New York City Without Funds ?

The Right Rev. Dr. Leonard, Bishop of 
Ohio, assured the synod of the deep and 
sinvere interest of the American Episcopal 
Chicch in the apostolic work of the church 
of Christ in Canada. He pictured the mag 
nificent ultimate success of the movement 
toward. Christian. .unity to which such 
mectivgs us this would Joad, Ina stirring 
plea for trac oosmopolitunisin, without 
which Christianity is empty aud futile, he 
outlined the huppy relationship’ which had 
existed between the two branches of the 
church in America, 

Bishop Nicholson illustrated the 
relationship which must always exist 
between Cavada and the United States 
by a reference to the St. Clair Tunnel. But 
& greater, stronger bond was the sympathy 
shown to American Christians by the recep- 
tion given to this delegation to-day, He 
spoke of the two churches as *“I'win daugh- 
ters of a common mother, the dear old 
Church of England.” Much was to be 
learned and gained by these reciprocal 
visits. The delegates to this synod had 
already benefited by their observations 
here’ The maintenance of the good old 
English nomenclature in ecclesiastical 
records and usages was especially praised. 
So also he commended the Canadian adher- 
ents to ancient precedent in their legisla- 
tion. Per contra, in’ the United States 
Canadian churchmen miglit sew the glory of 
the American Church of England—its far- 
reaching incomparable solidarity,incompar- 
able with that of any national church in 
Americ# and far-reaching as the republic 
itself, and that to many Americans was os 
extensive as the earth. 

His Canadian brethren might also profit 
by the ecclesiastical mistakes in the United 
States. Among these he ventured to men- 
tion the vestry system, which in some rural 
districts engendered all the horrors of what 
had been termed ‘‘lay popery.” 

Roy. Dr. Elliott and Archdeacon Carey 
of Saratoga also delivered brief addresses.

THE VATICAN AND FRANCE. 


The Pope Holds SFhatthe Old 
Parties Should Unito, 

Rome, Sept. 16.—The Vatican has re- 
ceived from the Nuncio at Paris the most 
favorable advices on the Catholic movement 
ofadhesion to the Republic. Regarding 
the monarchists, the Holy See has 
come to this point, that it is either resigna- 
tion or their disinissal 

The Nuncio has received from Cardinal 
Rampolla rigorous instructions regarding 
the position between tho Holy See and the 
Republic. ‘This explains the resignation of 
the Marquis of Breteuil and the political 
withdrawal of several monarchists closely 
related to the Comte de Paris. The Pope 
holds that the old Catholic parties in France 
ought to unite and constitute a real religi- 
ous Catholic party in touch with democracy 
both in France and abroad. 

‘Meantime, among the groups that ad- 
here more or less to the Papal policy we 
have,” writes the Nuncio, ‘‘to surmount a 
mass of prejudice. The republican groups 
attribute to the Holy See an abundance of 
arrieres pensees and egotistic aims.” 

The Kunico hai sen told that the 
policy + the Holy See is in har- 
mony with all the democratic policy 
which distioguishes its action and that 
nothing can alter or deflect that policy. 
There is now in Fiance, arising from the 
new Papal policy, three distinct monarchic 
groups—the constitutional, under M. Pion; 
the faction of the moderate republicans, 
and the mvre liberal group, under M. 
Etienne St. Lamy. But however these 
may constitute themselves, it is certuin that 
all Catholic groups must now be combined 
into one, the Catholic democratic,

Mayor Grant Counsels the People to Put 
Trust in the Health Board, 

New York, Sept. 16 
conference yesterday 
Wilson of the Health Department and 
President Porter of the Department of 
Charities and Correction on the outoreak 
of cholera in this city, Mayor Grant gave 
out the following: 

Mayor's Orrice, Sept. 15, 
To the Public: 

The dreaded cholera has appeared in this 
city, and the Health Department has s9 far 
shown ite ability to arrest the disease 
promptly. 

The Health Department and the Depart- 
ment of Charities and Corrections are fully 
equipped to arrest and care for every case 
and stamp it out of the immediate locality 
in which itis discovered. 

The proclamation goes on to say that 
reception hospitals, with doctors and nurses, 
are all equipped and ready to receive and 
isolate each case as it is discovered; that 
physicians are closely watching the 
thickly populated tenement dis- 
tricts; that the federal and state 
authorities have established qiarantine 
atations for those coming from abroad; 
that the Chamber of Commerce is taking 
active measures to lend assistance; that no 
will be want- 
ma the part of

ing, and that oxcessive | 
the public is not justified 

The mayor calls for confidence in all 
these provisions to care for the public. The 
record of the nat in stamping out typhus 
and other infectious diseases, the procla- 
mation reads, should justify faith in the 
ability of the health department to master 
the monster cholera that has come to us 
from foreign lands. Cholera, it says, is 
neither infectious nor contagious within 
the common meaning of the words, nor is it, 
in the language of eminent authority, as 
dangerous as diseases that are constantly 
in our midst. The public will be intel- 
ligently advised as to the progress of the 
Che paper closes:

Lizzie Borden, it is said, agreed to chop 
the wood, and when she came home to this 
city wrote a letter to one of the Marion 
party—a Fall River school teacher—which 
was received on the day following the mur- 
der. In this letter Lizzie Borden said that 
she would cut the wood, and that she had a 
‘very sharp hatchet.” 

The lady who received this letter either 
read or mentioned its contents to 
some friends. The words within quo- 
tations were thought to be of such im- 
portance that nothing was said about the 
letter until about a week ago. Then it 


leaked out and the police began to investi- | 


gate. Two detectives have seen this letter 
and admit that the expression quoted was 
used by Lizzie Borden. The friends of the 
prisoner insist that the expression was a 
natural one, for Lizzie Borden, like others 
of the Marion party, know that the ax 
formerly used at the cottage was a very 
dull implement, and that much trouble had 
ensued in using it in cutting wood far the 
household fire.

The color of Lake Genova Is a phe- 
nomenon that has nob yeb been satiefac 
torlly explained, 1 belleve. {b Is difficult to 
describe it as any shade of color, but ib Is 
a more decided blue than I ever aaw the 
sky. Atlla.m, we get our first glimpse 
of Mb. Blanc, about 60 miles away, tower- 
{ng into the sunlight, snow clad, glistening 
like white temples and castles, euch as vain 
artists used to make when they wished to 
represent heaven to our sluggish imagina- 
sion. Geneva bas always been a favorite 
place of residence for authors and poets; we 
visited some of thelr haunta, but more than 
anything else enjoyed a trip to the Con- 
fluence of the Rhone and the Arve ; the one 
a deep blue and the other a very decided 
gray. Fora few hundred yards they flow 
side by side without mingling, then a cloudy 
neutral border forms between them where 
the waters court each other, and further on 
they merge Into one uniform stream. 

You will see this letter fs writton in sec 
tions. We are now In the Vale of Ohamouni; 
just near the base of the Mer-de-Glace is a 
beautifal grove, to whtch Mrs. Hodson has 
brought our lunch, to spend the day alono 
in good view of these stupendous mountains, 
From where we alt, Mb. Blanc and all hls 
group tower far above the snow Iine—an in- 
devoribable expression of the majesty and 
power of the Oreator. While I write, al- 
though {bt Is very hot where we alt, the snow 
clouds are whirllng about the higher peaks 
of the mountalns, and the saow drifting, 
just as in a winter storm in Oanada. 

We alt in a beautifal summer landscape 
and look into a typical winter scene. In 
order to see the mountains well one needs 
to stay among them for ab least a few days 
in order to recover from thelr firat effect 
upon you. The firsd effect is appalling; the 
senses are over awed and nob until this 
wears off are you sufficlontly normal to re- 
celve such an impression as you would wish 
to carry away and retain daring life. 

To me they speak of God with majesty 
and strength that I have never before felt. 
I can only, hope the impress of these days 
may atay with me forever. 

Tho little flowers which 1 enclose you 
will perhaps accept as a class souvenir, I 
ploked them, with you In mind, close 
against the foe of the Mer-de-Glace.

The Bohemia sailed from Hamburg on 
Sept. l and was due yesterday morning. 
On Wednesday morning, 350 miles east of 
Sandy Huck. she was passed by the Travo, 
which arrived here yesterday morning. The 
Bohemia was definitely expected, therefore, 
before nightfall yesterday, 

Notwithstending the anxiaty with which 
the health officers waited for her coming 
she was reported from Fire Island, which 
she passed at 5 o'clock in the afternoon, nor 
from Sandy Hook, which she reached at 9. 
Half an hour later she was added to the 
cholera fleet which rides in the lower bay, 
dropping her anchor near tho New Hamp- 
shire, 

Tho Captain's Report, 

A tug bearing newspapermen, which had 
been waiting for her inside the Hook, drew 
up alongside as sho steamed in and Captain 
Schroeder of the Bohemia came to the rail 
to tell about her voyage. He was unwillin 
to say much about the deaths on board until 
he had made his report to the health officer, 
but he admitted the essential facts of the 
misfortunes that had befallen the company. 

**We have had eleven deaths on “board,” 
said the Captain, ‘They were all of little 
children, There is no sickness on board at 
present.” 

“‘Of what did the children die ?” 

“A diarrhceal disease.” 

“Was it cholera?” 

“T can’t tell, the last death wag five days 
ago. Nobody has been ill on board since 
then.” 

“How long after you left port 
first death occur?” 

“About the fourth day, The 
were all very young. The oldest 
tween four and five years. Thoy were all 
in the steerage. No adult passengers have 
died or been sick.” 

Captain Schgoeder said he was unable to 
give the names of the children, but they 
would appear in his report to-day when the 
ship’s surgeon would make known all the 
particulars of the cases, 

Must Not Tatk. 

A row of heads projected from the port- 
lights of the steamer as the tug ran along- 
side and some of the passengers who owned 
the heads were willing to talk about the 
voyage, 

One man, who said he was an American 
citizen and lived in New York, said that 
there was very little excitement on the 
Bohemia over the deaths that had occurred, 
though nearly everybody knew that there 
was cholera on board. The steamer had 
been carefully disinfected and the sick 
children had been isolated. 

The informant had proceeded so far 
when a ship's offiver with a big blond beard 
and ared face dashed into the room aud 
hurled the passenger back from the win- 
dow. ‘I’'hen he utteredsome fierce orders in 
German and stood in the doorway to see 
that they were carried out. That ended 
the conversation. 

The other heads along the ship's side 
were violently withdrawn also as the tug 
passed along, and bebind each head ap- 
peared an officer as vohement of manner 
and decisive of command as the first. 

Enough was learned, however, to show 
that if the captain had any doubts about 
the nature of the disease the intelligent 
passengers had none. 

In like manner all the passengers who 
stood on the upper deck were driyen back 
from the rail lest they should convey any 
information. 

Immediately afterthe Bohemia cast anchor 
the quarantine tug Crystal Water dropped 
down alongside, a doetor went aboard and 
quarantine regulations wero eatablished,

Frank Harper was a son of Mr, Philip 
Harper, farmer and thresher, residing east 
of Columbus.

He has no relatives in this country. Mr. 
A. Mackie of Oshawa telegraphed The 
World lust night; ‘‘Both are respectable 
young men.” 

The Laat Person to Jeo Thom Alive, 

Mrs. Mills, a waitress at Wandle’s res- 
taurant aud who was the last person who 
saw the men alive, was seen by a World 
reporter. ‘‘They came hore shortly after 
midnight, I should think,” she said, ‘‘and 
got oyster stew. Tasked them if they had 
accommodation for the night and they said 
no. After finishing their oysters they went 
out, saying they would be back again. In 
afew minutes they came back, and after 
they had drunk some pop I showed them to 
the parlor, where a shake-down had been 
prepared forthem. One of the men said 
to me, ‘How do you work this thing?’ 
meaning the chandelier, I got a match 
from one of them and lit the gas...Then 1 
turned the gas out, at the same time ex 
plaining how it wasdone. I left the gas 
urning low when I left the room.” 

“After I got downstairs ‘the missus’ 
asked me if the men had paid for the room, 
as it was the rule for lodgers to pay before 
entering the rooms. I said noand imme- 
diately wont back, knocked at the door and 
asked for the money and they gave it to 
me. Both were in good spirits then.” 

‘*Were they intoxicated?” 

“O, no, they were perfectly sober, While 
they were taking their supper they were 
talking about the fairand the good time 
they had there. Mr. Wandle only arrived 
home from Kingston this morning.” 

“T smelled gas when I opened the store 
this morning,” replied the proprietor of the 
Osgoode Hall drug store. ‘‘When Mr 
Wandle called me I went up to the parlor 
with him. The man on the inside of the 
bed was cold and stiff, while the man on 
the outside, who was the taller of the two, 
was still warm, but life was extinct. They 
had apparently died without a struggle.” 

Dr. Garratt's Story, 

Dr. A. H. Garratt was found at his office 
in Bay-street, and when queried said: 
“When I entered the room in which 
the bodies were one of them was 
stiff. He must have died much 
sooner than the other. He must have been 
dead eight or ten hours, as rigor mortis sets 
in in eight to ten hours after death. The 
other man, I should think, must have died 
about 5 or 6 o'clock in the morning. They 
do not seemto have struggled at all. 
They were both covered with blood. I 
don’t think it was a case of blowing out 
the gas, but of re-turning the cocks atter 
extinguishing the lights, Thereis no doubt 
that death was caused by asphyxiation. 
The bodies looked those of wel -developed 
mon.” 

Clues to Thelr Identity. 


Coroner Johnson said: ‘I examined the 
bodies and the contents of the clothing. 
Both had C,P.R. book tickets and were 
stamped Myrtlo, and dated Sept. 15. Each 
had letters in their pockets, In one of the

CLOSING DAY OF THE FAIR 


Soveral Ontario Ministers Entertained at 
Luncheon, 


Toronto, Sept. 17.—The directors of 
the Fair ontertained at lunch yester- 
day noon a large number of oexhi- 
hitors fepresenting all the different de- 
artments, Among the guests were also 
Ton, A. 8. Hardy, Col. Gibson, Rev. Dr. 
Briggs, Nicholas Awray, M.L.A.; Hon. 
John Dryden, Joseph Tait, M.L.A.; Col. 
Scott of Kincardine, and Mr. W. B. Hamil- 
ton. 

Mr, Hardy's Congratulations, 


The first called on for an after-dinner 
speech was Hon. A. 8, Hardy. He said in 
the course of his profuse congratulations 
that there was no wonder the institution 
had prospered, for it had an able manage- 
ment. The directors were paid no salary 
and yet they transacted the business with 
as much caution as if it were a personal 
matter. He mentioned the great develop- 
ment in Ontario of stock-raising, dairying 
and the growing of cereals, dur- 
ing the past fifteen years, and 
claimed that it was largely due 
to the exhibition. He expressed the 
hope that the Canadian exhibit at the 
World’s Fair would be first-class. He fell 
in with the suggestion of Sir John Thomp- 
son that the fair should be made national 
instead of Provincial. He would like to see 
buildings on the grounds for the exhibits 
of each province, 

President Withrow said that was his pet 
scheme. Sir Jchn Thompson had promised 
his aid and he expected the co-operation of 
the local governments. 

Mr. Joseph Tait, M.L,A., was very 
brief. Hoe was glad to hear of the proposi- 
tion mentioned by Mr. Hardy. Asa sup- 
porterof the Government he felt it his duty 
and privilege to say ‘‘ditto.” 


Cheering Words From Mr. Gibson. 

Hon. J. M. Gibson said it was very dif- 
ficult for the ministers to get to the fair 
owing to the fact that many visitors to the 
fair made that the occasion for transact- 
ing business with the depart- 
ments, He congratulated the directors 
on their enlarged boundaries, and was glad 
to know that the arrangement finally arrivy- 
ed at was satisfactory to the militia, the citi- 
zens and the exhibitors. This was amodel 
Fair. There was none like it south of the 
national bouncary. Many of the cities over 
there were giving up their annual fairs, al- 
though in many the directors drew large 
salaries. If Toronto's Fair continued under 
thesame managementitcould thrive asa Pro- 
vincial Canadian or even asa World’s Fair 

World’s Fair Commissioner Awrey made 
a short speech exhorting the exhibitors at 
this Fair to make a good showing at Chicago 
next year. 

Mr. N. G. Bigelow, M.L.A., had watch- 
ed the Fair since its establishment 14 years 
ago, and felt sure that its mammoth growth 
was due to the energy of its directors. To- 
ronto was the Athens of Ganada, and its 
influence disseminated by the Fair ought to 
affect every portion not only ef the Pro- 
vince, but of the Dominion. 

The Equine Parade, 


It was carly in the afternoon that the 
prize horses followed the prize cattle 
around the ring. 

Competent judges declare the spectacle 
to be the grandest equine panorama ever 
seen on this continent. The array of sleck- 
coated prancing animals followed R. Davies’ 
haughty thoroughbred Mikado into the 
enclosure. Halting before the centre of 
the stand the proud beast was crowned 
with a garland dt roses by Mra, Kirkpat- 
rick amidst the plaudits of the multitude, 

All around the 4 mile track the horses

Loxpon, Sept, Lo. -[reland ia at length 
free from government by proclamation and 


romovable magistrates. Chief Secretary 
Morley has kept the promise made by the 
Liberal party to the Trish people so fur as 
this important step is concerned The 
viceted teuanta are plucking up courage 
and have in several instances again taken 
possession of their former homes, They 


run very little risk in so doing as, the pro- 
clumations wader the Coercion Act having 
been revoked, the landlords cannot appeal to 
extraordinary measures for vindication of 
thoir claims, which would have to be decided 
by ajary of the vicinoge. There is a 
strong disposition throughout Ireland to 
olfeot a summary expulsion of all landlords 
and have the tepants assume possession as 
owners, This agitation is held in check by 
the fact that many of the tenants have sub- 
ocoupiera under them, who might be in- 
clined to assert a similar claim aguinst the 
tenants from whom thoy hold, lowever, 
it is generally believed that some method 
will be found forthe tenants of the farms to 
take complete possession practically, if not 
nominally, as owners. This will establish 
& néw and powerful Jand-owning class, 
bound by its interests’ to support an 
Trish Home Rule Governmont against the 
Conservative clement in Great Britain and 
Ireland. The release of Gallagher, Daly 
and other Irish political prisoners is ex- 
pected at an early date. The chief reason 
for not appointing Sir William Harcourt 
Home Secretary was his opposition to the 
release of these men. Sir William Har- 
court has always asserted that the convic- 
tion of the alleged dynamitera was justifi- 
able and they ought to be kept in prison. 
Mr, Asquith, the new Home Secretary, has 
no embarrassing record on this subject and 
will doubtless be willing to release any- 
body he is ordered to let go, 


The Duke of York's Trousers. 

Lonpon, Sept. 19.—Miss Hicks, & work- 
ing tailoress delegate, told the Trades 
Union Congress that she knew a fever den 
in London .where the Duke of York's 
trousers were mado and that she sewed 
trousers herself next door. This statement, 
which was meant as an attack on the sweat- 
ing system) as laying open high and low 
alike to infection, bas been disproved in 
the caso of the Duke of York. Royalty’s 
clothes are produced in a great factory 
which employs many men, which largely 
supplies America and which is kept in good 
Sanitary condition. But Miss Hicks was 
right in affirming that the high prices paid 
to fashionable tailors do not insure vustom- 
ers against the production of garments in 
fever slums. 


TAKING TENANTS CATTLE. 


Mr. Redmond Says the Irish People Will 
be Driven Wild by Bauliffs, 


Loxnpvon, Sept. 19.—William H. Red- 
mond, the Parnellite who represents East 
Clare in the Honse of Commons, has written 
a letter in referenco to the midnight ex- 
pedition of bailiffs to seize cattle belonging 
to tenants on the Bodyke estate in Chare 
Mr. Redmond in his letter describes him- 
selfas an anxious but peaceful writer, but 
says he must point out to Mr, Morle 
that the sending of armed police at mid- 
night to hunt the cattle of poor people who,

STARTLING SUICICIDE. 


English Olergyman Kills Himself 
Under Distressing Ctrounistances, 


Lonpcn, Sept. 19.—The Rev. Joseph 
Weedon, vicar of Moreton Parish in Lan- 
cashire, committed suicide at Rhyl, a water- 
ing place in Wales, yesterday morning. 
Weedon was considered to be a man of ex- 
ceptional piety and was happily, married. 
A fortnight ago, when he started on his 
vacation, he behaved strangely [toward 
his wife and finally told her that 
he would haye to leave her at 
home as he did not have money 
enough to pay tho board of two persons. 
Mrs. Weedon remainedathome. Mr. Wee- 
don met a pretty young servant girl from 
Moreton at a station a few miles off, and 
proceeded with her to Rhyl, where he in- 
troduced her at the hotel as his wife. The 
couple lived so extravagantly that when the 
bill was presented on Thursday night Wee- 
don was unable to pay it. The landlord 
threatened proceedings, but Weedon held 
him off with promises to raise the money. 
On the next morning Weedon bought a re- 
volver, went to the hotel and shot himself 
dead. The coroner’s jury to-day gave s 
verdict of suicido in a fit of insanity.

Married a Missionary in Japan. but Had

San Fravxcisco, Cal,, Sept. 19.—Advices 
from Koko, Japan, give full details of the 
divorce granted to an American missionary, 
Cora Lafferty Harvey, from Conrad Harvey, 
whom she married two years ago. The 
ground was bigamy, Harvey having a wife 
in Iowa. 

The proceedings show that Harvey fled 
to Japan four years ago, having embezzled 
$3000 in Iowa. He was ve ry devout ant 
through his piety he deeply impressed a 
rich Heiztan merchant, Mr. Derenen of 
Koko, who made him inanager of his busi- 
ness. When Derenen returned to Europe 
he loft a liberal deposit to Harvey's credit 
in the bank.

This figure, however, Is re- 
garded as altogether too high for the fruit 
alone, Oable advices have been recelved 
reporting sales of cholce hard red American 
fall apples at 18s. to 178., averaglog 16s, 
9d. These are considered good prices for 
fall frult, but as soon as Jerger receipts are 
experienced, {b would not be surprising to 
see Jower prices. Tho shipments last 
week from Montreal were 774 bbls, of 
which 673 bbls., were for Liverpool and 
201 bbls. for Glasgow. Tho exporte 
from New York were 9,770 bble. and from 
Boston, 1,102 bbls., making in all 11,646 
bbla, from all porte agaluat 11,189 bbls. for 
the same week last yesr, The total ship- 
ments forthe season from Atlantlo ports 
were 14,658 bbls., against 26,304 bbls. for 
the sorresponding perlod last year. Latest 
cable reports from Liverpool advise good 
demand and favorable prospects. There 
can be no doubt that Canadian apples will 


t/form an important factor in the English 


markets pow that thelr superior quality has 
been fully appreciated by consumers on the 
other side. Our winter fruit will not com- 
mence to move until aboutbthe middle of 
next month.—Trade Bulletin, 


The Cheese Situation, 

At the close of last week, September 10, 
there had been shipped from this port dar: 
{og the present season 972,000 boxes cheese 
against 880,000 boxes for the corresponding 
period Iast year, showing an Increase of 
92,000 boxes. The exports from New York 
up to Sept. 9th were 778,398 boxes, against 
716,814 boxes for same pertod last yoar, be- 
{ng an Increase of 61,584 boxes. The total 
exports from the two porte of Montreal and 
Now York for the season up to the close of 
last weok were 1,760,398 boxes, againat 
1,596,814 boxes for the corresponding perl- 
od of 1891, making an Increase of 153,584 
boxes. The bulk of the fall make, which 
is belleyed to be the lergest on record in 
Canada, has yet to go forward ; but If the 
demand in England absorbs {t, the same as 
ib bas done,the’ summer make,“ no anxiety 
need be’ felt regardiog the future of the 
market, extending over the next seven 
months, The price of finest Western last

ness of importance was transacted, Sanitary 
Superintendent Edson reported that he had 
sent a note to the president of the Belt 
Line horse car company, direc ting the re 
moval of filthy mats from the floors of the 
company’s cars and commanding a genoral 
cleansing of the cars. No reply had been 
recéived from the company, and no im- 
provement in the condition of the cars was 
noticeable, Dr. Edson said. He was 
directed to inform the company that tho 
Health Board would stop the running of 
the caraif the orders were not complied 
with, 

President Martin of the Polioe Board and 
Dr, Edson later went to see Polive Superin- 
tendent Byrnes and requested him to direct 
the police to inspect the cars of all the 
Other lines in the city with a view to com- 
pelling cleanliness. Mr. Byrnes said he 
would give the necessary orcdars, 

The Health Commissioners indignantly 
denied a reporé that they were concealing 
any cases of cholera in the city. They said 
no suspicious cases had been xeported in 
the city since the previous day and no sick- 
ness had occurred in the houses which had 
been infected. The watch at such» houses 
was being maintained as a precautionary 
measure. 

Kefused to Be Transferred, 

The steamer Cepheous left quarantine this 
morning and went down the ay to transfer 
the passengers of the steamer Wyoming to 
Fire Island. The passengers ‘positively re- 
fused to be tralndferredl stating that the 
vessel was not infected. Dr. Jenkins’ says 
he will have them removed td-morrow 
whether they will or not. 

The second cabin and steerage passengers 
of the Wyoming, who haye been held in 
quarantine since Sept. 6, have issued an 
appeal to the public demanding immediate 
release from their ‘‘vexatious and unjust” 
detention. They say: “Woe had 
& prosperous voyage and a clean 
bill of health, save the indisposition of 
a baby who had been delicate since its 
birth some months ago. During the 
fumigation of the vessel the strerage 
passengers have beon exposed to serious 
dangers from the strong remaining traces 
of sulphar, damp berths, etc. Two child- 
ren have sickened, owing to these causes, 
and, with their mother, have been taken 
ashore. Since then not an individual on 
board has had one moment's sickness. We 
are not classified asacholera-strickeu vessel. 
Our silence has been due to daily promises 
of release. There is, however, a limit to 
human endurance, and surely we have 
reached that limit and, therefore, in the in- 
terest of humanity, demand our immediate 
release.”

The Situation In Europe, 

New York, Sept.19.—The following was 
the cholera situation in Europe Saturday,as 
gathered from a large dumber of cablegrams 
received this evening; Atand about Paris 
yesterday there were 50 fresh cases and 13 
deaths; at Havre 6 new cases and 3 deaths; 
at St. Petersburg 41 cases and 15 depths. 
The disease seems to be steadily decreasing 
throughout Russia. Berlin had Another 
case yesterday—that of a waiter who had 
formerly been employed as attendant in a 
Hamburg hospital. 

At Hamburg there wore 286 fresh cases 
and 127 deaths reported yesterday. These 
figures, however, include 96 fresh cases and 
45 deaths which ocourred on previous days, 
thus showing a decrease both in the uum- 
ber of patients and the mortality. No de- 
mands were made on the Hamburg author- 
ities to-day for the transportation of the 
bodies of victims to the mortuary untila 
late hour. A fact showing the return of 
confidence on the part of the people is that 
the usual concerts were given in the St.

TO KILL GOVERNOR FLOWER 


Aw Infernal Machine Believed to Have 
Heen Loaded for Him 

New Yonrs ©} 19 —The World Satur 
day vrinted the wing A mvaterious 
box which is believed to contain an infernal 
machine was received by Governo we 
at his headquarters in the Windsor 
Hotel a day or two ago. The nature of the 
contents was fortunately discovered before 
any harm was done, ‘The box was followed 
up by a letter, the contents of which indi- 
cated that it was inspire! by the same dis- 
ordered brain which planned the myasteri 
ous niachine. The manly stand taken by 
the Governor in resisting the mob at Fire 
Tsland and in placing the unhappy passen- 
goers of the Noemacnia in the 
shelter provided for them by the state, 
seems to be the only excuse for 
the outrage. 

Aftar the trouble attended upon the 
tinding of a comfortable shelter for the 
quarantined cabin passengers of the pest 
ships was almost over and the Governor 
was beginning to think that the difficulty 
had been settled a packago that was done 
up with remarkable care arrived. It 
was received at the hotel office and was 
sent to the Governor's apartments by the 
clerk, It was laid caislanaly aside until 
the pressing business of the day was over, 
and then it came in for a greater share of 
attention. It looked as if it might contain 
something fragile and it was opened care- 
hy No suspicion was entertained that it 
held anything that was not legitimate 
until the wrappings were removed. Then 
the peculiarity of the enclosure attracted 
marked attention, a careful examination of 
it was made and it very soon became ovi- 
dent that the thing was designed to work 
some evil. A consultation immediately 
followed and the advisability of making the 
matter public was discussed. 

The governor is a mild-mannered man 
and he finally resolyed to keep the recsipt 
of the parcel a secret. While these fears 
were upon them there arrived in the mail 
a letter for the Governor of such tenor that 
it might ‘have been written by the same 
person who eent the machine. A reporter 
saw the Governor after dinner, He was 
not inclined to talk about the in- 
fernal machine, A personal friend 
of the Governor, said he had refrained from 
saying anything about it because the Gov- 
ernor had earnestly requested that the 
affair be kept secret, It was learned that 
the letter was mailed in this city, but no 
information could be obtained 
the place from which it came. 

In speaking of the matter Gov. Flower 
said: ‘*This is the first time anything of this 
sort has happened tome. Iam not upset, 
however. I suppose I have made some 
enemies by calling out the militia. I must 
do my duty and the peace must be kept. 
Ihave done what I could, and all the in- 
fernal machines in the world will not make 
the slightest difference to me.”

Tho verses are gener 
ally dictated to one of the secretaries be 
fore the mass. Tho treakfast of the Popo 
consiste of coffee, milk, and bread without 
; butter. Soon after tho officlal reception 
begins. Tho first one, as a rule, le given 
to the cardinal or seoreta=7 of state. This 
audience lasts more than an hour, and 
takes place oveiy day except Taesdays and 
Fridays, which are sot apart for the recep 
tlon of the diplomatic body. Oardinals,

Camr Low, N. J., Sept 20,—Three hun- 
dred and fifty-six detained passengers were 
brought yesterday morning from Hoffman 
Island on the William Fletcher. Eight 
have just been landed, making the total 
population of quarantine here 1056 
persons. Of the number landed this morn- 
ing 343 were from the steamer Rugia and 
13 from the steamer Scandia. Gen. Hamil- 
ton was highly indignant at Dr. Jenkins for 
sending the Scandia passengers here to mix 
with the other people. They were ordered 
to be instantly isolated und will be quarter- 
ed in the new barracks now in course of 
erection. 

Second officer Porzelins of the Ruzia 
came here this morning in charge of the 
new arrivals, bullying, cursing and shout- 
ing in different dialects at the unfortunate 
women and children who were kept ‘stand- 
ing on the dock until 10 o'clock awaiting 
registration. So offensive did the conduct 
of this bully become that General Hamilton 
seized him by the neck, threw him ont 
from among the people: and informed him 
that if he was heard from again during his 
stay in camp he would pit him in irons. 

There is no sickness reported here so far, 
but the methods of removing fetid’ matter 
in wheelbarrows through the tents will 
have to be improved on if health is to be 
maintained.

Cholera or Sudden Death? 

New Yorw, Sept. 20.—John Knox, 41 
years old, a fireman on the Allan State 
line steamer State of Nevada, which left 
Glasgow on Sept. 2 and arrived here on 
Sept. 14, was found dead onthe deck ot 
the steamer near one of the hatch- 
ways last night. The man had com- 
plained ofa bad attack of diarrhwa early 
in the morning, and when he was dis- 
covered dead on the deck Captain Mayne 
at once notified tho health authorities, 
fearing that Knox might have been a vic- 
tim of cholera. Dr. Roberts ordered the 
steamer thoroughly fumigated and 
closed the pier and quarantined those on 
theship.

Bergmann began the 
reading of a rambling anarchist address in 
German, in which tho following sentence 
occurred : 

“‘My reason for my act was to free the 
earth of the oppressors of the workingmen. 
I wanted to punish Lim, not murder him. 
I did not ussault Mr. Frick, but the person 
who had opp.essed labor. I recognized no 
man by nainé, but the cause of the trouble, 
and I wanted to remove that cause.” 

Here the court interrupted him. 

“Yon have hal your time,” said the 
court, ‘‘and you must stop, We have been 
too indulgent.” 

The case was then given to the jury 
and without leaving the box a yordict o 
guilty was found. The defendant was at 
once called for sentence and said: 

“T did not expect justice agd I did not 
got it.” t 

He was then sentenced to 21 years’ im- 
prisoninent in the penitentiary on the five 
charges of feloniously assaulting and enter-} 
ing a building with felonious intent and 
one year to the workhouse for carrying con- 
cealed weapons. Bergmann looked sallen 
and throwing back his head put on his hat 
and started to leave the room. He was at 
once taken in charge and removed to jail.

to topmost gallery, In point of enthusiasm 
the antis were able to work up just as much 
as did the Home Rulers at their meoting, 
if not more. 

The decorations were simple, consisting 
purely of the Union Jacks'and the Cana- 
diab ensign, a dozen or so of which~ were 
listribiited about the platform. 

The Chairman's Sapporters, 

Promptly at 8 o'clock Ald. Bell stepped 
upon the platform and just as promptly 
was voted to the chair amid ‘loud applause. 
Among thoseon the platform with him 
were: Rev. Alexander Cuthbert of Col 
lege-square, Belfast; Mr. ‘Alexander Ast- 
rich of Cork, J. Cuthbert, J. P. of Coleraine, 
Ireland; Bishop Campbell, James CL. 
Hughes, Ex-Mayor Beaty, Dr. Oronhya- 
tekha, Ald. Bailey, W. Douglas Armour, 
N. Clarke Wallace, M.P.) Rev. W. 8, 
Blackstock, C. F, Gallagher, John McMil- 
lan, James McMaster, John Beatty, Rev. W. 
Brookinan, William Barton, RB, Elgie, John

A Voloo from Belfast. 


Rev. Alexander Cuthbert of Belfast was 
the first speaker, and he was received with 
tumultuous applause. His speech was 
vigorous and touched responsive chords in 
the hearts of the audience, ‘*Mr. Chair- 
man und friends,” he began, ‘I assire you 
it gives me great pleasure to take an 
humble part in this magnificent demonstra- 
tion. It proves that you are interested in 
my native country, Ireland, and it also 
proves vo me that all Canadians are not in 
avor of Home Rule. I think it has been 
that four-fifths were in favor, 
but I don’t believe it, [Cries of “tyes” 
and “no” and interruption in rear.) 
Llove Ireland and Irishmen, [Applause, } 
1, personally, who have studied this sub- 
ject (Home Rule) have come to the conclu- 
sion that Mr. Gladstone’s policy would be 
disastrous. I don’t know how many of you 
are in favor of Home Rule, but I can assure 
you that 99 per cent. of the people of Ulster 
have said that we will not have Home 
Rule, [Tumultuous applause.} And the 
reason is we will not have it. We beliéve 
that Home Rule would mean to a certain 
extent Rome Rule. [Cheers.] And | 
wo have had that proven in 
many events in the history of Ireland: One 
example. We hear of toleration. We 
hear that the Roman Catholic Church has 
been tolerant. I ask you to point out one 
place, where that church has had the power, : 
it there has. been religious liberty.’ He 
held that it was on the contrary, for in ' 
some parts of Ireland the pcaSant had to 
take his politics from the Catholic Church. 


Logic and Sarcasm. 


Mr. Douglas Armour was called upon to 
move the first resolution. A sarcastic vein 
ran through his address. ‘‘Mr, Chairman, 
ladies and gentlemen,—I have much 
pleasure in greeting to-night the 
unenlightened, the uninformed and un- 
educated? and altogether - very much 
to be pitied remnant who did not believe 
in Home Rule for Ireland. [Laughter.] As 
at present advised on the subject if I am 
the only one in Canada to remain uncon- 
verted, I shall remain unconverted.” 
(Cheers.] 

Proceeding, he said that he did not be- 
lieve that the question of Home Rule came 
within the province of Canadu. “At the 
same time I think we ought to protest when 
it is said by a Catiadinn that Canada 
is practically unanimonsly in favor of Home 
Rule.” [Loud cheers. ] 

He next ridiculed Mr. Blake in presum- 
ing tocome back to Canada and ask for 
supportfor the Home Rule cause. Then 
he referred to the Home Rule resolutions 
brought up in the Dominion House of Com- - 
mons at different periods, and laughingly 
pointed out that several of the members in 
speaking on these resolutions had attempt- 
ed the Irish brogue. One ge ntleman, he 
added, had said in addr. ssing the Speaker: 
“T too am an Irishman on my mother’s | 
side.” (Laughter. } 

“If Lam asked who are the people that | 
are asking for Home Rule I reply that it is 
tho peor that have produced Fenians, 
people who won't respect the rights of , 
property, people who won't pay their rents, 
people who shoot their landlords from be 
hind o hedge. [Loud cheering. } 

“If thoy the moral right to 
shoot a landlord they would soon wish to 

legalize that right. (Renewed cheers,] Pro- 
bably they would wish to legalize ham- 
stringing of cattle. Again, it is the most 
illiterate portion of the people that is ask- 
ing for Home Rule.”

QUARANTINE, Sept, 21.—There isa grow- 
ing feeling at quarantine that a clash will 
sooner or later take place between Dr, Jen- 
kins and = ex-Surgeon General Hamilton, 
now presumably in charge of Caimp Low. 
Dr. Jonkins has gone so far as to state that 
he thinks it was very injuiicions for Dr. 
Hainilton to announce cholera being pre- 
sent in the Camp unless he had abso- 
Jute proof by a bacteriological examination. 
The matter, says De, Jeukins, will be ab- 
solutely settled when he obtains the hody, 
as he will have an immediate examination 
made. 

With regard to the attributed statement 
of Dr. Hamilton that Camp Low was a 
federal campand that the health officer 
had no authority there, Dr. Jenkins saya 
he certainly did not gather iat ridea from 
Secretary Foster's letter placing Camp 
Low athis disposal, Some of De! Jenkins’ 
friends say Gen, Hamilton is*anxious to 
obtain some glory ont of the situation and 
is necessitated thereby to create a cholera 
case ortwo and successfully stamp it out. 


The Report from Camp Low. 

Came Low, Sept, 21.—Dr. Abbott of 
Health Officer Jenkins’ staff has just left 
here on a tug which came down for the 
body of the man who died Monday, Gen, 
Hamilton told him the man was buried and 
refused to allow him toland. The officers 
of a Hamburg steamer here have been 
creating trooble by their familiarity with 
female passengers. Gen. Hamilton gave 
them a severe reprimand and threatened to 
punish them if they were again complained 
of. : 

Gen. Hamilton hs just issued his official 
bulletin of the condition of the camp. 
In it he says there have been no deaths 
from cholera yesterday aud no new cases of 
a suspicious character have oceurred. 

The dead now at thecamp are Francisco 
Morene, aged 23, died at 10 p.m. yesterday, 
a passenger by the Rugia, not by the 

Normannia as previously stated. Cause, 
asiatic cholera. Lonise Scheid, aged 38, 
married, died at midnight, cause peritoni- 
tis following premature confinement on 
Hoffman Island. 

The sick in the 
Mrs. Schlesinger, aged pas- 
senger from the Normannia, 
ill from the effects of prematuie confine- 
ment; Henry Albert, aged 14 years, diarr- 
haa, recovering; Marie Albert, aged 3 
years, diarrhwa, recovering, aud an un- 

nown infant from: the Rugia, whose mother 
died on the voyage from the effects of star- 
vation. It is claimed the child 
was neglected by the ship's stewardess, 
and the: officials at Hoffman Island are 
suspected; Mrs. Gutel Douniz, aged 32, 
suspected cholera, a passenger from the 

Rugia.

When the evenin 
mail came{ into camp Mr. Scleidt begg 
for a newspaper in which to read the ac- 
count of his wife’s death. The poor man is 
nearly broken-hearted, and his two little 
children do not realize their loss and are 
continually asking for their mother. 


Gen. Hamilton's Dictuw. 

Gamer Low, Sept. 21.—Gen. Hamilton 
last evening denied that there has been 
friction between him and Dr. Jenkins. 
Their meetings have been pleasant, but, he 
said, the state authorities have not acted 
according to promise in sending infected 
passengers to Camp Low, and that no more 
such will be received.

Winnipeg Will Consider It, 

Winnireo, Sept. 22.—At a mecting of 
the Winnipeg Board of Trade material was 
submitted from the Quebec Boardaddressed 
to Hon. Mr, Carling, Minister of Agrioultare, 
regarding defects in Canadian quarantine 
and asking for the co-operation of tho 
Winnipeg Board in demanding complete 
suspension of immigration for 30 days, 
owing to the cholera epidemic in Hamburg 
and the East. 

The question was discussed by the mem- 
bers, when it was decided to postpone de- 
cision for one week in order that the views 
of the people could be obtained before tak- 
ing such decisive step as asking for com- 
plete prohibition of immigration. It was 
thought that if Manitoba made a request 
for the stoppage of settlers from Europe it 
might have serious effect on future immi- 
gration to this country. 


The Dead Lie Unburied in Teheran. 

Loxpon, Sept. 22.—A Paris correspon- 
dont says the French consul at Teheran 
reports that cholera in Persia have 
always proved fatalin a single day. A 
whole regiment of soldiers have deserted 
The dirt and stench from the unburied dead 
are frightful. The consul had to bake his 
own bread. Pilgrimages were resorted to 
asameans of getting rid of the scourge, 
The pilgrims, however, died in batches on 
the road. The French consul at Tauris, 
where 500 persons died daily, lost his sister 
and a daughter.

Paris, "Sept. 22.—Besides forbidding ox- 
cursions to this city for the com- 
ing Republican fete, the Government 
has forbidden railway excursions to Lourdes 
and other shrines from infected cities, 
Hotelkeepors are angry over the loss of 
their expected harvest. 

Berlin Cases Due to Bad Water. 

BERL, Sept, 22. ~The recent cases of 
cholera here were almost certainly due to 
the drinking of river water, Hundreds of 
Hamburgers are having their supplies of 
provisions sent to them by relays in Berlin. 
They do this through fear of being infected 
by fc I anod Hart which is 
als rendered impalatable by odor of 
brimstone used in disinfection and which 
permeates the whole city.

Austrian Sohools Closed 

Vienna, Sept. 22.—All the schools in 
Cracow closed. Tho town is divided 
into 60 sanitary districts, each of which is 
under a special commission. Public fairs 
have been prohibited throughout Galicia 
and precautionary measures have been 
taken in allthe chief towns, such as the 
early closing of taverns and other public 
resorts and the formation of » snitary com- 
mittees.

The Cholera Epidem'c, 














Useful hints from tts former vi itations. 
(From a Halifax paper) 

Now that the cholera scare has driven | 
the board of health to take some action re- | 
garding cleanliness as an {mportant pre- 
ventive, itis profitable to study up othor | 
preventives as well. The following extract 
of an article, written by Rey. James B. | 
Dann, may awaken thought regarding Indi-., 
vidualsafety : 

Moneleur Auber sald of 2,160 persons 
whom he saw die in twenty-one days in 
one town in Rossia: ‘It ja a most remark- 
able circumstance that persons given to 
drinking have been swept away like files. 
In Tiflis, contalding 20,000 inhabitants, 
every druckard lias fallen—all are dead— 
nob one rematos.” Noarly all of (30,000 
persons who died of cholera in Paris during ! 
its last visit were in the habit of using 
atroog drink, and nfne-ténths of all those 
who perlshed by the malady in Poland 
wore of the same class, Throughout Eng- 
jand, Ireland and Scotland, {bt was not 
known that a single member of a temper- 
ance foclety died of this disease during its 
ravages In 1832, while 1b ls computed that 
five sixths of all who perished were taken 
from the ranks of the {ntemperato, and In 
one or two villages in Scotland every drunk- 
ard had fallen, When it visited those 
countries in 1545.49, one of the most ex- 
tensive and respectable Ilquordealers in 
Glasgow remarked that the cholera had cut 
off at least one-half of his best customers. 
Shoilar testimony is borne by the Glasgow 
press of that period as that recorded during 
tho cholera ravages In 1832 that the lists of 
moriallty were always swelled after some 
carousalseasop. On the 20th of September 
in the year for example, when the jubllee 
consequent on the passing of the Reform 
bill was held in Glasgow, there were only 
throughout the whole olty and suburbs fif- 
teen new cases of cholera and ten deaths. 
Bat on the following day, from the intemp- 
ance attendant upon that occasion, there 
were twenty-five new casesand twenty 
deathe, and in a day or two more they had 
increased to fifty elght new cases and 
twenty-seven deaths. Dr, A, M, Adams, 
professor of medicine In Glasgow, and one 
whose name ranks high in the medical pro 
fe slon, Ina ‘etter dated November 29, 1848? 
makes the following striking statement: 
“I have found the use of alcoholic drinks 
to be the most powerful predisposing cause 
of malignant cholera with which I am ac 
quainted. So strong is my opinion on this 
point, that were I one of the authorities, 
and had the power‘ I would placard every 
liguor store In town with large bills con- 
talning the words, ‘CHOLERA SOLD HERE.” 

In Montreal of 1,000 person who dled of 
the disease. only two were teetotoleas. Dr. 
Bronson, of Albany, who repaired to Mon- 
treal on an errand of mercy wrote ‘‘cholera 
has stood up here, as it has done every- 
where, the advocate of temperance. It 
has pleaded most eloquently, and with tre 
mendous effect The disease has searched 
ous the haunt of the drankard, and has 
seldom left it without bearing away its vic- 

tim, Even moderate drinkers have been 
but little better oft. Ardent aplirits In any 
sbape and In any quantities, have been 
highly detrimental.” 

**Whon twelve hundred persons had died 
a Montreal paper sald: ‘Not a drunkard 
who hes been attecked has recovered of the 
disesse, and gimoat all the victims have 
beon at least moderate drinkers.

Colebration of the Contenary of Republic- 


Panis, Sept. 23 One hundred years ago 
was the first day of the year) of the ropub 
lic following the revolution, Yosterday was 
the centennial of the cannonade at Valmy, 
the first triumph of the republican arms, 
on Sept, 22, 1702, over tho Prussians under 
the Duke of Brunswick 

Both events wore generally cele brated in 
thia city ona grand scale The woather 
was splendid, and the principal streets of 
the city were with spoctators, 
many of whom came from a great distance 
Around the Pantheon a dense crowd 

gathered stationed a large 
body of troops, and no one was admitted to 
Presidont 
Carnot and the members of the ministry 
arrived at 10 o'clock, and their appearance 
was the signal for the playing of the ‘‘Mar- 
acillaise” by the military bands. The party 
was received with great enthusiasm. 

The interior of the Pantheon was beauti- 
fully decorated with flowers, while the walls 
wore #0 heavily'draped with tapestries as 
to be entirely doncealed. These tapestries 
bore panels, shfelds and trophies 

Aa the President entered the choir made 
up tor the occasion sang patriotic songs, 
especially composed for the anniversary. 

Deputations from all the civic, military, 
industrial and commorcial bodies of the 
state were present. 

M. Loubet, the Prime Minister,‘delivered 
the oration. President Carnot was given a 
grand ovation as he drove from the Palace 
of the Elysee to the Pantheon, and tre- 
niéndous shouts of ‘Vive la Repablique!” 
went up. 

Yosterday two cavalcades paraded. 
At the head of each procession marched a 
platoon of cavalrymen, real soldiers, attir- 
edin the uniform of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, the musicians playing aira of the 
epoch. Then came magnificent cars filled 
with men representing the famous charac- 
ters of the period. Interspersed were 
bodies on foot attired like the trades cor- 
porations of anti-revolutionary time. In 
one of the cars Lafayette atid” Washington 
stood hand in hand. Women and children 
and groups of singers were also scattered 
through the procession. Some 4000 per- 
sons were in line, Each car cost about 
$2000, Some Portugueso gentlomen in 
Paris sont an address to President Carnot. 
The monuments of Gambetta Ledru-Rollin, 
to whom France owes universal suffrage, 

and those of other famous Republicans, 
were decorated with wreaths of flowers. 
This evening the city was brilliantly illum- 
inated, many of the private houses 
vieing with the public 
their displays of  clectrio 
light effects. The entire city was 
en fete and the celebration was the most 
successful of the many that haye been held 
in Paris. The Republicans are happy be- 
cause of the enthusiasm shown by the peo-

physical infirmity. But wo are not abso- 
_ lately safe from the danger. In nearly all 
‘thickly settled communities there are 
_ Plague spots of more or less danger to the 
ger health of the people. We belleve

There are, however, agencies in our midst 
that cannot b= regarded as harmless.

{nformed that the necessary machinery will 
be ready in a few days. With the beat 
precaution possible there will be lurking 
elements of danger that must be miminized 
as far as nclence and avaliable means will 
admit. ‘An ounce of prevention is better 
than a pound of cure.” Now Is the time 
to prepare for emergencies that rollable 
authorities assure us may come, The san- 
itary condition of our clty should be made 
as perfect as lb possibly can. Thon, If the 
people live rationally and observe the well- 
known laws of nature, there need be little

An Old Vet Ever Fresh Topic, 
Nowadays it be supposed that 
nothing fresh could be said on the Protest 
ant Reformation Nothing strikingly 
original was said on this, the chief topic 
of discussion, yesterday; but it was aston- 
ishing how many-sided were the views ex- 
pressed. Its spiritual charactor was ably 
vealt with by Rev. Prof. Lindsay, an un- 
doubted authority on the subject and the 
author of a history ef the Reformation. 

Prof. Bavinck’s paper was the one whiob 
“exoltedmost Interest, Itwas onthe national 
influence of the Reformation. The pro- 
fessor isa Dutchman, and mado an un- 
necessary apology for any shortcomings on 
the ground thatit was the first timo he 
had been inan English-speaking country 
and the first time he had spoken inpublic in 
English, The paper was an admirable 
essays on Calvinism, which the professor 
highly eulogized. He did not, however, 
fall to indicate some of its defects. It was 
surprising how many of the delegates ap- 
plauded the foreigner’s sentiments. 

This applause came from the more elder- 
ly of the delogates—more older!y in com- 
parison with the majority of the members 
of the council, for amongst them are fow 
who are not advanced in years. En pas: 
sant the Pan-Presbyterians are a finer body 
of men, as regards dress, physique and 
probosces, than their Anglican, Methodist 
or Baptist brethren. 

Do We Live Up to Our Principles! 


Prof. Leitch was the reader of the next 
aper on the intellectual results of the Re- 
‘ormation. Of this well-known doctor a 
few facts are of interest. He is the son of 
a County Tyrone farmer, o Doctor of 
Literature in Queen’s University, Belfast, 
and Professor of History in McGee College, 
Derry. Rev. William Patterson, pastor of 
Cooke's Church, is a pupil of Dr. Leitch. 

The professor's paper was rich in statis- 
tics to show the superiority of the educa- 
tion in Protestant over that in Roman 
Catholic countries. The figures given of 
the illiteracy in Ireland were a revelation 
to many. Of course the Presbyterians 
cheered the announcement that at the 
eneral election in 1886 only 1 in 74 were 
illiterates in Scotland, 1 in 64 in England, 
but Lin 5 in Ireland. Caudidly the Pro- 
fessor admitted that the Reformers did not 
live up to their Fe “Bat,” asked 
he, ‘‘after three hundred years do we live 
up to our Reformation principles?” 

Consistency Rather Than Popularity, 


Prof. Baird of New York city, in 
his paper on the civil and religious 
benefits of the Reformation, traversed much 
of the ground which the other papers had 
covered. 

Rey. Dr. Van Horne’s disquisition on 
Presbyterianism was admirably fitted for a 
special number of The Canada Presbyterian 
orThe Presbyterian Review. The Doctortook 
high ground on the Calvinistic stvle and 
maintained that it would be better for the 
Presbyterians to be leastamongst the tribes 
of Isracl than to ascribe unto God one iota 
less of His attributes. The mission of Pres- 
byterians, he maintained, was to maintain 
the right of private judgment, freedom of 
conscience,the New Testament doctrines of 
the Fall and the Atonement. 

Their Ricoh Heritage, 

Rev. Dr. Monro Gibson of London, Eng- 
land, treated of Presbyterian  strengt 
and weakness. He waxed humorous about 
the trickling downof apostolic grace through 
19 centuries and the Fathers of the church. 
Still thereisaheritagerichand precious which 
Presbyterians cherish. Presbyterians had 
a owed other churches to monopolize some 
of phe best things which belonged to the 
whole church, suchasthe Te Deum. ‘‘Let 
us,” he said, ‘‘seek the guidance of the 
Spirit, not the spirit of the age. The 
Reformation and Puritan Fathers had no 
channels of grace not open to present-day 
Presbyterians.” 

Needs Lovovation and Reuovation, 

On the “forward movement” the Doctor 
spoke vigorously, Manya good movement 
had been opposed because it was not done 
in the times of the Apostles. "O, that 
dreadful word, Innovation! How it has 
barred the way to many great blessings! If 
the spirit of Christ be init the more inno- 
vation the better. Innovation, yes and 
renovation too; for the times of reforma- 
tion are not over,” 

All this was loudly applauded, and also 
the evil of the rich flocking to the 
best preachers and fine churches 
and thinking anything good enough 
for the poor, On the weaknesses 
of Presbyterianism the Doctor was explicit. 
Thero should be a greater voice of the 
people; there should be more co-operation, 
and the church should really be the most 
eatholicofany, At present the minister 
must do everything, even to the saying of 

“amen,” in ies of the Scriptural injuno- 
tion, ‘Lot all the people say ‘amen.’”

No 
more cabin passengers will be sent to Fire 
Island unless a new arrival brings further 
cholera. 

Dr. Jenkins has been in receipt of hun- 
dreds of letters of congratulations.

For this ronson I sond a 
As you know, Io July lant I 
left home iu company with Mr, Thos, Wal 
tors, for a vielb bo the Paoltio conat ; a part 
of the world I have wanted to see for some 
time. We took the train for Owon Sound, 
and from there we took the O.P. 1, steam 
boats, the acoommodattons of which are fine, 
We arrived safely in Port Arthur, on Lake 
Superior, and on the way passed through 
the Sault St. Marlo Caval, whore the Yan- 
koos aro making our pooplo pay toll now ; 
but from the appearance of the work going 
on, fb will not be long before wo aro inde 
pondent of thom ab that place, After leav- 
{ng Port Arthur for Winolpeg, wo pass a 
vory rough country. Arriving at the latter 
place in timo to sce tho Industrial oxhibl- 
tloa held in Winnipog in tho latter part of 
Jaly, we found a very good exhibition, and 
large crowds to sce lt; we also saw an old 
friend, J, G. Moore, occupying the position 
of judge In one of the dopartmonts, Win- 
nipeg la sure to be a large clty—tb has all 
the Indications around [t, 1 also saw maay 
thore that knew old Belleville ; we atayod 
in Winulpeg three days, then left for Bran 
don, which we found # prosperous place— 
lots of ballding going on, which made It In- 
teresting to me ; from there we left for Cal- 
gary, another prosperous town, and country 
about good; Ip that parb we find some of the 
bost of cattle produced. I did not stop there 
for foar of the smallpox, bub to my surpriso 
S.A.Lazler and R.P. Hamilton boarded the 
train, They were a little surprised to see 
me. From there we went on to Banil, 
Qanada’s national park, which 1s beyond 
my pen to do jastlce to, the lovely hob 
springs and the hills towerlng one mile fn 
helght above ts grand, From there we 
wont on through the Rocky Mountains 
which must be seen to grasp the half of the 
grandeur to be found fn passing through. 
And the many places of Interest all through 
have been described much better than I 
can. Well, sir, when we were nearing the 
coast the rallway officlals wanted to shunt 
us off on a junction called the Mission {nto 
the States and not allow us to go to Vau- 
couver for fear of the smallpox, and in- 
formed us if we did go we would quaran- 
tined for two or three weeks, but we were 
bound to go If we were kept there for three 
months. We arrived all right and found 
many of our old Belleville friends, Wm. 
Templeton, Wm. Satherland, Campion 
Wallbridge and others. We were glad to 
see them. 1 think that clty sure to be a 
large one—now numberin 16,000 —like all 
new citfes a large Indebtednessalso. From 
there we started for Victoria about 75 miles 
by water, on the briny waters of the Pac- 
ific. We arrived safe and after bolog 
examined by the doctor we were allowed bo 
land in Victoria. We found it a lovely 
spot with the holly and laural trees growing 
as fine as any I bave seen in the Old Ooun- 
try. It made the visit Interesting to us. 
We found our old friends, Northcott and 
McKeown and others, comfortable and in 
good positions, and long may they be spared 
to enjoy them, J also saw a lot of jack 
tars of Old England there which made my 
heart feel good. 

While at the Pacific coast, I recelyed a 
telegram that caused me to return to this 
place, Edmonton,—tinstead of coming back 
through the United States,—to attend to a 
ama)! contract awarded me by Government. 
Well Sir, I have found this district the beat 
farming country I have seen since leaving 
Ontarlo, and more work in my line golog 
on here than In any small town | have yet 
strack, Hundreds are coming In to settle, 
all the way up from Oalgary to Edmonton, 
a distance of about 195 miles, and many are 
coming in from the United States to settle, 
because the advan ages are superior to other 
districts ; one, for Instance, Is the quantity 
of coal found along the banks of the river 
Saskatchewan—seams all the way from 2(t. 
to 26ft. thick—taken out and delivered at 
your house for $2.60 per ton. Another ad- 
vantage is in the abundance of timber dis- 
tricts here ; yet another source of revenue 
is, thab men go along the banks of the above 
named river, wash the sand and gravel for 
gold, and make from $2 to $2 50 per day, 
right along. Well, Sir, don’t you think this 
is a country thad we as Canadiana may well 
feel proud of, with millions of acres of as 
fine land (to use the description given by 
our late chleftaln, John A. Macdonald) ‘‘as 
ever laid out of doors,” and these fine lands 
to be obtained by any one willing to take 
them, on very easy terms, 1 think, Sir, we 
have ‘ta goodly herltage.”’ And yet some 
of our friends would ba.ter lb away fora 
few cents a bushel on barley, or a dollar or 
two on a horse—bub never with my consent.

soul respecting ‘* Native Agents and their

cared little whether what he said was 
palatable or unpalatable. Said he boldly, 
“We have numbers of men who aro utterly 
unfit fora place in the Lord’s vineyard. 
They could be dispensed with to advantage; 
their absence would be preferable to their 
Of course it is charitable to be- 


resence,” 
ieve he was referring to native agoiits, and 
not to such missionaries as Canada 


sent forth in auch profusion during the past 
fow years, 

From 4 Presbyterian one was glad to Hear 
tho most kindly references to the London 
Missionary Soojoty, supported chiefly by 
the Congregationalists. Valuable wero his 
cautions against ‘‘Europeanizing” the 
native converts, 

This waa a topic on which the doctor ex- 
nberated, so much so that Chairman Ren- 
toul, a New South Wales professor, 
rising, anxiously looked over the reader's 
ahnaline to ken the epgth of MSS, This 
occasioned a polite laugh. 

From Bonnie Dundes, 

Rey. O. M. Grant, brother of Principal 
Grant, and manifestly possessed of logical 
and elocutionary abilities of ne mean order, 
earnestly urged the duty of teaching native 
charches to be ‘self-supporting. He threw 
out the novel idea of two sets of 
missionaries—the better class for the civil- 
ized heathens, mere ovangelists for the 
barbarous. Highly educated mon are not 
required, nor little of controversy. The 
speaker would’ rely on the old, old story 
and his views met with hearty endorsation. 

He Is An lconociast. 

‘Tam for amashing some Presbyterian 
ideas of missionary training; a long course 
of theological training is not necessary to 
soul-winning. More freedom must be 
given to native churches. Some of them 
are, as Dean Stanley puta it, ‘not, only 
faithful unto death, but faithful unto ab- 
surdity.’” 

“Let us have no monkeyizing of the 
native Christians. They must be good 
natives when they become good Christians. 
They must be free all in all or not at all.” 


A Jolly, Pions Welshman, 


Rey. Griffith Ellis of North Wales. was 
the most popular speaker of the day. Heisa 
tall, fat son of St. David, and had the good 
sense tospeak and not to read. Dry humor 
and native wit pervaded the speech, He 
was evidently original, even to the wearing 
of a black tie. His speech consisted of a 
sketch of the wonderfal progress of the 
Welsh Calvinistic Methodist Church in 
Brittany and in the East Indies. ‘A more 
interesting story I never heard at any 
missionary meeting, the explanation’ of 
which the Welshman gave. ‘Unfortun- 
ately,” said he, ‘‘s large portion of the 
World is not educated enough to understand 
Welsh.” 


Then in genial style he sketched the re- 
cent jubilee of the society in Wales, and 
how the hard-handed colliers of the Rhond- 
da valley thought it fit ench to give his 
sovereign for the cause, The result of the 
jubiles was o contribution of $186,508. ‘'Go 
and do likewise” was the moral of the 
worthy speech. 

Rev. Dr. Hoge of Virginia, » short; thin 
young man with gold spectacles, ably dealt 
with the cultivation of the missionary spirit 
at home.’ The gréat ‘point he made was 
that the love that pitics a man in the Dark 
Continent or within ithe walled cities of 
China will not) forget the , stranger within 
our gates or the fallen brother or sister. 

Rey. Dr. McKichan, Vice-Chancollor of 
Bombay University, at night gave.an ad- 
mirable address on the above topics. The 
year 1892, he said, was,an annus: mirabilis. 
Christian missions are: now 100 years old. 
In England and’ America tho simultanqous 
movement began’) Hloquent was; the 
tribute ‘he paid the Baptist missionary, 
William Carey. A missionary society with 
a subscription of £13 was the fathenof the 
present extended work. Nearly 30 years 
passed. before the Presbyterians followed in 
the wake of their Baptist brethren, 

With, trae eloquence the Doctor, sketohed 
the subsequent career and wonderful, suo- 
cess of missionary work, . Only a. few lands 
are closed to the Gospel, and there aro 
signs that they will be open soon... Presby- 
torianiam, he maintained, is represented by 
one-fourth of the whole mission field; In 
an cloguent peroration the Doctor said that 
the apis of missions.is tho yory breath of 
the ohurch’s life. The grandest apologetio 
of the church was her mission victories. 

Rey. Robert Laws, M.D., D.D., of 
Livingatonia, Central Africa, gavean ad- 
mirable addreas on the progress of tho 
Gospel in the Dark Continent. The Doctor 
ia tall, well-built, robust, bearded Scotch- 
man, just tho type of tho ideal pioneer mis- 
sionary. His address, an oxtempore ono, 
was as interesting as one of Stanley’s lec- 
tures. 

A Beal Hero

veteran missionary, Revy..Dr. Paton. Ho is 
the hero of 100 spiritual fights, onc whose 
record of missionary enterprise and mar- 
velous success,is world-wide, .

Up to this time thero bas been no attempt 
to show how tho murder was done, but 
increly to demonstrate that no one other 
than Lizzie Borden was in a position to do 
it, and yot the strongest points that have 
thus far been made against the girl are not 
strong at all when dissected, and the 
plausible explanation has been overlooked 
altogether 

Tho importance attached § to the 
attempted purchase of prussic acid is on 
tirely misplaced, andif of any value what 
soover haw that value in clearing rather 
than in condemning Lizzie. The District 


Attorney claims that Lizzie's first idea was 
todeatroy her father and stepmother by 
poison; bub when she discovered on Wed- 
nesday afternoon the impossibility of pro- 
curing the poison, she then changed her 
plans and resolved to use an ax, 

Chis is incredible and impossible. Who- 
over did that murder arranged for it fur- 


ther ahead than from Wednesday after- 
noon to Thuraday morning. If Lizzie did 
it, she had long before settled on the means 


with which to do it, the disposition to be 


made of her blood-stained clothing and the 


woapon used, so as to baffle the closest 
search of shrewd officers. This required 
much more time than from Wednesday 


afternoon till Thursday morning at 9.30 
o'clock to provide for. 
Precedents, 

The sentimental argument against a wo- 
man indulging in such butchery will not 
hold—we are dealing with an extraordinary 
woman. And oven with the commonplace 
woman there are precedents to prove the 
instability of this sentiment. Mrs, Druse 
was hanged in New York State a few years 
ago for murdering her husband in precisely 
this same mauner, Governor Hill declining 
to commute her sentence. 

How then did Lizzie Borden kill her 
father and stepmother, and what led to 
it? 

That Mr. Borden deserved some such 
summary removal may be no excuse for the 
deed, but it furnishes a reason. His grind- 
ing parsimony and brutal selfishness had 
ruined the life of his two daughters, had 
deprived them of all opportunities for pleas- 
ure and had interfered forever with their 
chanoeg formarriage, Lizzie Borden in all 
probabitity Wished to enjoy life, She bad 
seen Europe once; she realized what living 
is and what there was beyond the confines 
of Fall River, But her father was immov- 
able; hecould find no reason why she 
should have anything, see anything, do any- 
thing, other than what suited his narrow 
views. This unnecessary restraint finally 
so affected her, her mind became so fevered 
over its mental imprisonment, that she be- 
came irresponsible and sought relief by 
breaking down the iron selfishnessthat held 
her just asan everyday prisoner would 
break down the stone walls that hold him. 

That was the reason, 

And having the reason Lizzie planned 
accordingly. 

The Method. 

When Mrs. Borden went to the room 
that had been occupied by their guest the 
night before in order to make the bed and 
otherwise putitin order, Lizzie followed 
and proceeded to her own apartment, 
where she already had the ax selected for 
the deed. Reaching here she removed her 
clothing, even to her shoes and stockings, 
for it willbe remembered Dr. Wood ex- 
amined these latter with the same care he 
did her dress, sceking blood stains. Thus 
prepared she sepped. noiselessly into the 
guest's room and strack Mrs. Borden on 
the head with the ax, felling her to the 
floor. 

All the suppressed resentment against 
her stepmother’s sympathetic selfishness 
with her father that had helped to make 
Lizzie’s life miserable then broke forth, 
and she buried the weapon again and 
again in the unresisting body that lay be- 
fore her. 

During this time she stood with her foot 
on either side of the body,as the physicians’ 
evidence at the inquest showed was neces- 
sary in order that the blows bo delivered as 
they were,and before the blood had coursed 
along the carpet sufficiently to stain) her 
feet and thus leave footprints as she: left 
the room she had concluded her work and 
withdrew. 

Threw Out the Water. 

She then returned to her room, washed 
the spattering blood stains from her flesh, 
dressed again and went down stairs. Ac- 
cording to the testimony of the neighbors 
and others familiar with the household ar- 
rangements there it was customary for the 
Bordens to throw their waste water on the 
grass, and the porous earth would quickly 
absorb the reddened basinful Lizzie had re- 
moved from her limbs and body. 

It is a significaut fact that whoever com- 
mitted this deed, conceding that''a doubt 
may exist in some minds as to the ibtogrity 
of my conclusions, left no footprints behind 
when he or she stepped from’ the room 
whose floor was saturated with ‘the life 
blood of Mrs. Borden. 

When Mr. Borden entered and took his 
place upoh the lounge it was no more diffi- 
cult matter for Lizzie to disrobe a second 
time in the dining room or kitchen adjoin- 
ing tiie parlor where her father lay, and 
repoat upon her father the deed that had 
already taken place above. 

The weapon was then either dropped in 
a holé already prepared for ite reception in 
the'yard, thrown back and a sod 
neatly placed above it, or else a loosened 
board was lifted! in the floor, and there the 
ax rests to-day. 

Accepting this solution of the mystery, 
Bridget Sullivan's puzzling ovidence that

Lizzie wore the same dress immediately 
after the murders that she did immediately 
before becomes less puezling, and the 
strained explanation by the prosecution 
that Lizzie indulged in the folly of a dupli-

THE KARAKORAMSEXPEDITION. 


Dissoyery of « Lake of -now aud a Great 
Mountain, 


Lonpon, Sept. 24.—An e xpedition con- 
sisting of Lieut, Charles Granville Bruce of 
the Indian Staff Gorps,son of Lord Abersas 
Ecstein, an oxpert Alpive climber, with 
W. Conway and Arthur McCormack, the 
artist, has made some interesting discover- 
ies in the unknown regions of WKarakoraim, 
The members of the expedition have all had 
training in the Alps. Lieut, Bruce brought 
with him a hardy Ghoorka from India. 

The expedition reached the Boltoro 
Glacier in August, and it is believed that 
it is returning by the way of the Mustakh 
pass and Yarkand, Before reaching Bolt- 
oro the expedition traveled more than 100 
wiles on solid ice, Thagexplorers made 
numerous deeply ixteresting discoveries, 
including a lake of snow 300 miles square, 
and a mountain heretofore unknown, 28,000 
feet high, and believed to be probably the 
second highest mountain in the world, 


Despair and Death for Both. 

Praaue, Sept. 24.—One of the officers at- 
tached to the garrison at Jung Buntzlau dis- 
appeared Sept. 11, and on the same day his 
fiancee, a young woman of the place, also 
disappeared. The supposition was that 
they had cloped. Yesterday, however,both 
wore found dead in a powder magazine that 
was seldom visited. From letters found 
near the bodies it was learned that the 
parénts of the young woman were bitterly 
opposed to the officer’s suit. Despairing of 
ever being able to gain their consent, the 
couple decided to end their lives. They 
had gone to the powder magazine, where, 
with his fiancee’s consent, the officer shot 
and killed her, He then shot himself 
through the head. 


Deacon to Prosecute His Wife, 

Niox, Sept. 24.—Edward Parker Deacon 
states in an interview since his release that 
he intends to prosecute his wife on a charge 
of misconduct with M. Abeille and then to 
institute asuit for divorce. Should the 
wife plead that the French courts have no 
jurisdiction in the divorce proceedings he 
will remove the case to Amerioa and then 
prosecute it there. He intends returning 
to the United States and devote nimself to 
his children and to politics. 


Seoured for the World's Fair, 

Dusit, Sept. 24.—A report has been 
current here that Chicago was going to 
awallow up the historic mansion of Sir 
Walter Raleigh and to take the celebrated 
ew tree under which the discoverer and 
importer of potatoes and tobacco is reported 
to have smoked the first pipe in Ireland, 
and now it seems that the rumor is well 
founded. The ancient residence, which 
was the property of the Inte Sir John 
Pope Hennessy, is to be sold and remoyed 
tothe World’s Fair, the yew tree accom- 
panying it. 


The German Yacht Will Not Compote, 

Beruts, Sept. 24.—Mr. Poultney Bige- 
low has been visiting Emperor. William at 
Potsdam. He told the representative of 
the "Associated Press that the report 
that the Emperor’s yacht Meteor was to be 
entered in a race for the America’s cup was 
a mistake, 

The report was probably due toa re- 
mark dropped by the sailing master of the 
yacht, who said that the Meteor had been 
greatly improved by the alteration’ made 
in her since she competed for the cup, and 
that the Emperor belioved she could win 
the cup now.

FAVORS A GOLD STANDARD. 


Austria and Hungary About te Mint Gold 
Coin, 


BER, Sept, 26.—A committee of the 
German Union of Bankers has approved the 
participation of Gormany in the Interna- 
tional Monetary Conference. . Tho Banks 
eagerly watch the movement of silver and 
gold and are now specially interésted in the 
Austro-Hungarian conversion towards a 
gold currency. 

The gold received by the Austro-Hunga- 
rian Bank within the last six 
weeks amounted | to 35,000,000 | florins, 
including . 3,500,000 florins of Ameri- 
can eagles. The minting of the 
new gold coins is about to commence. The 
Austrian finance minister will issue a loan 
of 100,000,000 florins for minting purposes. 
The Hungarian finance minister announces 
that that government is so fully provided 
with gold for the mint that it will not ask 
a loan, It has 15,000,000 florins in gold on 
hand with the prospect of receiving 30,- 
000,000 more from the surplus on the finan- 
cial year, 


THE WORKINGMEN’S CONGRESS. 


French Socialists Choor 
Workingmen, 


For Germans 


MARrsEILLES, Sept. 26.—At the meeting of 
the Workingmen’s Congress yesterday Herr 
Liebknecht, representing the Socialists of 
Germany, delivered an address in which he 
said: ‘For Socialists the question of 
nationalism does not exist. We know but 
two nations—the nation in possession 
and «a nation of proletarians formed 
of workingmen of all countries. 

Setween Frenchmen and Germans there is 
a broad river of blood, for the flowing of 
which we are innocent and our onemios are 
responsible, Butit does not forma fron- 
tier of hatred between Socialists, We pro: 
tested against the tratricidal war of 1870. 
The Socialists constitute a great army, of 
which the workingmen of France, Germany 
and elsewhere form the different army 
corps. We havo beaten Bismarck after a 
struggle of 25 years, and we are ready to 
shed our last drop of blood tor Socialiam.” 

Herr Liebknecht concluded his strong 
address by shouting, ‘Long live the inter. 
national revolutionary democrac y! 

The utterances of Herr Liebknecht wore 
grected with onthuslastic applause

DEATH OF SIR J. W. RITCHIE. 


Theo Chief Justice of the Sapreme Court 
Passes Awny,. 

Ottawa, Sept. 26.—Sir William Joba- 
aston Ritchie, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Cauada,died yesterday morning at9 
Wclock after a few weeks’ illness. His con- 
dition lately has been very serious and Sir 
James Grant, M.D., was in constant attend- 
ance. 

Sir William Johoston Ritchie wasa son of 
the late Hon. Justice Ritchie of Nova 
Scotia, He was born. at Annapolis 
October 28, 1813... He. received his 
education at Picton. He studied law with 
his brouber, the present Chief Judge in 
Equity for Neva Scotim, and was called to 
the New Branswick bar in 1838. His pro- 
motion proved rapid. He was appointed a 
QC. in 1854 and was a member ‘of the 
Executive Council of New Branswick from 
Oct., 1854, until appointed a puisne judge 
of the Supreme Court of New Brunswick in 
1855, in which position he remained until 
he succeeded the . late Hon. Robert 
Parker as Chief Justice of New Brunswick 
in 1865... Ten years later he was called to 
the Supreme Court, and in 1879 he suc- 
ceeded Sir William Buell Richards, retired, 
as Chief Justice. His salary was $8000. 
He sat for the City and County of St. John 
inthe New Brunswick Legislature from 
1846 to 1851, when he retired, and from 
1854 until his elevation to the bench. He 
received the hemor of Knighthood in 1881, 
and on various ovcasions during the absence 
of the Governor-General has acted as 
Deputy Governor. He was married twice. 

e funeral will take place on Tuesday 
afternoon to Beechwood Cemetery. 


DEATH OF PATRICK GILMORE, 


The Famous Musician Sucoumbs te Heart 
Disease at the Linde)l House Bt, 
Louis on Saturday. 


_ Sr. Lours, Sept. 26.—Patrick Sarafield 
Gilmore, the great bandmaster, died at the 
Lindell) House here at 6.45 p.m. yesterday. 
He was taken sick at 2.30 a.m. with an 
acute bilious attack and grew steadily 
worse until the moment of his death. Dr. 
H. H. Mudd with two other physicians 
were summoned and everything was done 
to save the great impressario, but all efforts 
aap unayailing. “Mrs, Gilmore and 

aughter Minnie were by his side when 
death came. His band has been one of the 
chief attractions at the St, Louis Exposition 
for years and he was playing his annual en- 
gegement here at the time of hisdeath. The 

irectors of the exposition are in session to 
determine what action shall be taken for 
the remainder of the season. 

The Knights of Patrick met this evening 
and passed resolations of sorrow, Commen- 
datory of the great Irishman. The remains 
will be taken to New York for interment 
to-morrow afternoon.' In no city in 
America was hé more popular) than in St. 
Louis. 

Patrick Saraficid Gilmore jwas born near 
Dublin, Ireland, 1829... He became con- 
nected with military, bands at the age of 15. 
He went to Canada as a méinber of an 
English band. His first work ‘4s'a leader 
was at Salem, Mass.; where he lived for a 
time, afterward temoving to Boston, where 
he organized’ ‘Gilmore's Band,” with which 
hewnade an extensive tour of the country. 

In 1861 he accompanied the Twenty- 
fourth Massachusetts regiment to the field, 
and in 1863 he was placed in charge ot all 
the bands in the department of Louisiann 
by General Banks. He originated monster 
concerts ip this country and was the pro- 
jector of the great peace jubilee held in Bos- 
ton in 1869 and 1872. 

Ih 1878 he visited Europe with his band, 
He has composed a great number of marches 
and songs.

burgh, Every branch of the service is 
familiar to him. 

The Duke of Connaught was a cadet at 
Woolwich when only sixteen, and from 
that day to this he has been performing 
military duties, He served in Egypt in 
1882 and since then has been much io 
India, No one would dream of suggestin 
that he is to be put on a loyel wit Lord 
Roberts, who went through the Indian 
mutiny, fought in the Abyssinian campaign 
and carried out the celebrated march to 
Candahar, 

Nor is it supposed that a man of 42 can 
have had as much experience as a man of 


At His Fingers’ Ends

SURPRISE is stamped 


on every cake, 


HIS BRAINS DASHED OUT. 


A FARMER THROWN FROM 
WAGON AND KILLED. 


His 


Hie Becomes Entangled in the Lines and 
is Dragged Along the Highway, the 
Horses nt Every Jowp Mangling His 
Head tod Face—Horrible End of a 
Young Scarboro Varmer, 


Toroxto, Sept. 27 —James Weir, a 
well - known young farmer, residing 
near Brown's Corners, Scarboro, was 
instantly killed last night in a runa- 
way accident, which occurred at Fred 
na Hotel at tho foot of tle Norway 
nil 

Weir and his hired man came to the city 
yesterday morning with a couple ot loads 
of grain. After disposing of them Weir 
sent his hired man on home, waiting him- 
self fora friend, John Lowery, who was 
also up with a load of grain. 

At about 5o’clock the two young far- 
mers started for home, and npon arriving at 
Smith's Hotel decided to stop and feed 
their horses. Upon going inside the hotel 
they met a number of their friends and 
became involved ina discussion as to the 
relative merits of their horses, Weir extol- 
ling the merits of a 2-year-old colt which 
he was dr.ving and which he claimed was 
the best in the county. 

Time slipped rapidly away, and it was 
after 7 o'clock before the friends decided on 
proceeding on their way. 

Weir ran out to get the teams, leaving 
Lowery still talking in the hotel. 

At present no one can be found who was 
an eye-witness of what happened within 
the next 30 seconds, but it appears that 
after backing out hisown team Weir also 
brought out Lowery’s, but while 40 
doing his own team, being colts, 
became startled by the jar caused by one 
wagon hitting against the other and started 
off. Weir left Lowery’s team and as his own 
team dashed past he seized the reins, which 
were trailing on the ground, but the horses 
were beyond control, being further frighten- 
ed by the falling of some boards 
which were torn off the — side 
of the shed by the wheel of 
the wagon, which caught them in passing. 
The deceased evidently became entangled 
in the lines, as he was thrown directly un- 
der the horses’ feet before they had run 30 

ards. 
When the unfortunate man was picked 
up by Fred Smith a few minutes later he 
was dead, the cork of one horse's shoe 
having sunk into his forehead and another 
having inflicted a ghastly wound just above 
his right ear, from which his brains were 
oozing. Blood also trickled from his nose, 
mouth and ears. He was drawn to the 
side of the road, where he remainol unti 
Dr. Shaw, who was hastily summoned, 
arrived. 

The body was then carried into the 
hotel ‘and at present preseuts a fearfal 
sight, the features being entirely unrecog- 
nizable on account of the mixture of coagu- 
lated blood und brains which have gathered 
on his face. 

The deceased was a prosperous young 
farmer, 35 years of age, living about a mile 
and a quarter from Sal ceca He was well 
known and very popular throughout the 
district. A wife and three small children 
survive him, 

The team ran on and were not stopped 
until they reached the Halfway House. 

Lowery’s horses, which also ran away, 
were caught about 200 y rds down the 
road and driven on home by their owner.

The Ottawa correspondent of the Empire 
writes :—** Hon, Mackenzle Bowell, Min- 
{ster of Militia and Defence, returned to the 
capital yeaterday, after bis officlal visit to 
the Pacific coast, Speaking to the Empire 
to night, he sald he was greatly pleased to 
notice the evidence of increasing materlal 
Proerihy in different portions of British 

lolumbia, and partloularly in Victoria, Van 
conver, Nanaimo, and New Westminster 
Daring bis tocr the Minister carefully in- 
‘ epected the different military properties. 
At Winolpeg the barrack accommodation 
was old, and unfit for use. A contract 
has been let for new balldings, capable of 
housing 100 men. In British Columbia, 
Mr. Bowell was urgently pressed to 
authorize the formation of new corps. 
Vancouver and New Westminister want 
Infantry corps, and the latter also addition 
_ ol batteries of artillery. Nanaimo wants 
another infantry company, while Victorls 
desires a Highlanders’ battalion and « corps 
of Infantry. The Minister, while pleased 
to see the evidence of a keen military spirit 
{n the Paclfic providence, had to inform the 
Spplicants that the question was one of 
money, and could only be considered In 
that light. Accompanied by Gen. Herbert 
Capt. Wemyss, of the Intelligence 
branch of the War Office, Mr. Bowell made 
# carofal inspection of the fortifications at 
Esquimalt, but declined to express an 
opinion at present as to what is necessary 
to be done there, the matter being one for 
the Government to consider on the Minis 
ter’s report. Mr. Bowell stated to the 
Empire, however, that he {Is favorably im- 
pressed by the suggestions made by the lm- 
perlal Government for the defence of the 
Pacific coast. The Minister and party re 
turned home via the United States, and 
stopped off at Chicago to see the World's 
Fair buildiogs, the magnitude of which 
duly impressed them. Mr. Bowell ts look

Letters were recelyed in the city to-day 
from the Rev. J. M. Hodson, dated at 


Paris on the 10th Inst., two days before | ache console yourself with the reflection | 


she died, on the 13th the day after her 
death, and on the 15th, In these Mr. 
Hodson, in the midat of his anguish, tells 
{n broken sentences, of the struggle for 
life, commencing with Monday the 5th 
of Sept, and ending with Monday 
the 12th, They had gone to Switzerland 
he writes, ‘for pure fresh alr, and some- 
where Mrs. Hodson gob the fever,” which 
did not develop until they had got back to 
Paris. The first intimation of {tb was a 
chiil felt by her on thcir retarn from ser- 
vice at Notre Dame on Sanday afternoon, 
the 4th. The disease rapidly developed. 
The best physloians in Paris were called in 
and through the Influence of friends, she 
was on Monday removed to the Levick, an 
institutlon of English hospital trained 
nurses. Here, Mr. Hodson says, ‘every- 
thing in human power was done, whore 
every word was kind and every touch 
skilled and tender.” She suffered much 
and the orisls was reached on the 
10th. She did not expect to get 
well, and talked with Mr, Hodson 
about her death, and of the ** continuous 
life” beyond. Mr. Hodson acknowledges 
the cablegrams sent to him by the Quarter- 
ly Officlal Board and Young People’s Ohris 
tlan Association, of Bridge St. Church, and 
had been touched and helped in his great 
sorrow by the sympathetic words flashed 
acroas the ocean. 

He salled from England by the 8.8. 
Parisian, of the Allan Line, having gob 
Mrs. Hodson’s body embalmed in Parts, 
and should arrive In Montreal on Sunday 
next. §8o that ff there Js no detentlon 
of the ship at quarantine, Mrs. Hodson’s 
faneral will aeehebly be at Ploton on Tues- 
day or Wednesday nexb.

NEW CASES AT NEW YORK 


CHOLERA NOT ERADICATED FROM 
THE SHIPs. 


Several Cases Developed Yosterday Among 
the steerage Passengers Who are Still 
Detained on Board the Vessel Al- 


though She Was the VFoulest Cholera 
Ship in the Port, 


QuaRAnTINE, Sept. 28.— Yesterday at 
9a.m., after a trip down the bay, Dr.Jen- 
kinssaid there were two new cases of cholera, 
and ap hour later he showed a telegram 
from Dr. Byron, dated Sopt.26, stating that 
there were two new cases on the 
Bohemia and that he had removed them to 
Swinburne Island. One was a boy named 
Michsarich, aged 8, and he died 
at 1.20 p.m. on the 26th, two hours and a 
quarter after being adinitted. The 
other was Marianna Lukowake, aged 7 
Dr. Jenkins said he thought the te egram 
was misdated,and should have been 1.20 
4.10. on the 27th, as he had only just got it, 
On the otber nand, Dr, Kinyonn stated this 
afternoon that he saw these cases yester- 
day when he was down the bay. A par- 
ceby here is something that needs explana- 

ion. 

In addition to the two cases above cited, 
at 12 o'clock Dr, Jenkins gave out another 
bulletin from Dr. Byron to the effect that 
Wilhelm Latz, aged 4 years; Johanna 
Milkzaric, aged 6 years, and Carl Goss- 
man, aged 24 years, all of the 
Bohemia, were down with cholera, and had 
been removed to Swinburne Island. Whe- 
ther the three latter cases had anything to 
do with the giving out of the news of the 
two former remains an open question. 

Dr. Jenkins says he shonld not be sur- 
sinc if fresh cases broke out on board the 

ohemia, although she was fumigated as 
far as was possible with the passengers on 
board, previous to the present cases. 


With Her Dead Infant in Her Arms, 

New York, Sept. 28.—Mrs. Mary Loebl 
created a stir at the coroner's office Tuesday 
afternoon by bringing in her ariis to the 
office her dead infant, supposed to have 
died of Asiatic cholera. An autopsy showed 
that death was not due to cholera, but to 
dysentery. 

Another supposed case of cholera was 
reported, that of Charles Zeisek, 21 
months old, whose parcats live at No, 408 
Ki. 53cd-street. The child has been sick 
for two days and displayed the usual symp- 
toms. It was taken to the Reception Hos-

Yesterday 
he did not appear and as the door of the 
room was locked a policoman was summon- 
ed to break it open. Inside the room Dr. 
Heron was found lying ina pool of blood 
with a terrible gash in his throat. Evi- 
dence was alao present that he had taken 
a quantity of poison sutlicient to kili him- 
tell without the wound in his throat. 

Blood marks in the room show that Dr. 
Heron firat cut his throat while standin 
in front of a mirror. Finding thatthe gas 
was not deop onough to causo death ho 
stretched himself on the floor He pre- 
viously arranged a vessel to catch the blood 
and placed a pillow so as to elevate his 
head cnough to let the blood flow into the 
vossol, 

When these arrangoments were com- 
pleted and he had lain down he again cut 
his throat, this time severing the wind- 
pipe and jugular vein. He had scribbled 
with a pencil across a nowspapor, evidently 
while dying, protesting his love for Miss 
Sharpe, and expressing the bope that he 
would soon meet her again 

It was reported that he left a paper in 
which he confessed that he murdered Miss 
Sharpe. 

It has transpired that after Dr. Heron 
arose yesterday morning he despetched 
sevoral messages, after which he returned 
to his room, He was not seen again alive. 

Devoted Couple, 

Miss Sharpe, who was 20 yoars of he 
was the daughter of a publican. er 
parents had not seen her in a year, She 
and Dr. Heron took rooms in Lillie-road, 
West Kensington, on Sept. 9. The land- 
lady of whom they engaged their apartments 
says that they were a most devoted couple. 

Bofore the Coroner ou Saturday, Dr, 
Heron, who was young, tall and handsome, 
said that he had first met Miss Sharpe in 
February, 1891. He lived with her un- 
til August and theu went to Africa, where 
Miss Sharpe joined him in December, Both 
returned to England on Sept. 3. On the 
day of Miss Sharpe’s death she had drank 
nothing so farashe knew except some 
stout, which she took at dinner. Soon 
after she retired he entered her room and 
found her unsconsciouson the bed. He 
surpmoned help. 

Dr. Heron said that while he had no 
suspicion at the time he afterwards thought 
it possible that she had taken poison, He 
added that they had both often threatened 
to commit suicide on account of jealousy. 

The landlady of the house in which the 
couple lived testified that when she entered 
the room she saw Dr, Heron taking a glass 
of what appeared to be lemonade into the 
bedroom. 


Commits Suloide 


Murder Suspected, 

Tho coroner wasevidently suspicious that 
murder had been committed and he ad- 
journed the inquest for three weeks in order 
that an analysis might be made of the con 
tents of Miss Sharpe's stomach. 

It is conjectured that Dr. Heron, know- 
ing that a post mortem examination would 
reveal the presence of poison, and being 
guilty of administering it, at once made 
prepares to kill himself. On the other 

and it may be perfectly true that in a fit 
of angry jealousy the girl poisoned herself, 
and Dr, Heron, being afraid that he would 
be acoused of killing hor, determined to 
commit suicide. Unless the messages he 
sent Sunday morning throw some light on 
the case it is apt to remain a mystery 
whether it is one of murder and suicide or 
double self-destruction. 

Dr. Heron, after taking a large dose of 
morphia, described his sensations as the 
drug began to have an effect, writing with 
a pencil on the margin of an evening paper 
that lay by his side. After declaring that 
his sensations were pleasant, he says: 

“Dear Dolly, impress on all our friends 
how strictly I avoided all spirituous liquors. 
Goodby, Ruby. 1 shall soon met you, if 
people do meet there.” 

Later he writes: ‘Death seems very 
slow. Why, it is actually 2.16 o’olock in 
the morning.” 

Later—' fancy it is actually 
feel comfortable.

Duntin, Sept. 28.—Mr. Morley, Chief 
Secretary for Ircland, has sont a letter to

The Dominion statistician has just issued 
® census bulletin on ‘*mortality.” In the 
course of a yery full analyals of the mor- 
tuary roturns gathered by the enumerators 
he says:—'Tho result as compiled gives 
the number of deaths fn the Dominion at 
66,688 for the twelve months ended April 
6tb, 1891. For the same perfod in 1881 
the deaths were 68,413, showing the {n- 
crease In deaths to be 6.76 per cent. agalnst 
an {ncrease of 11,73 per cent. for the pop 
The deaths {n 1890 91 were 14,10 
per thousand of the living, as against 15,34 
per thousand {n 1880-81, or one In every 
71 persons {n 1891 and one in every 65 in 
1881, This would appear to indicate im 
proved conditfons of.\ife as the result of 
the ten years’ expeMace, It contrasts 
well with England and Wales 19.5 in each 
"1,000, or one {n every 51 persons; Scotland 
19.7, or one iu every 50; [reland 18.2, or 
one fn every 55; and fs better even than 
Anstralla, with a death rate of 15 per thon-

‘There is a very pretty quarrel anent 
this matter, Dr, Van Meter publicly 
challenged the venerable missionary’s state- 
ment that there was any American opposi- 
tion whatever. In the morning he vowed 
he would prove his statement, and in the 
siternoon triumphantly flourished a tele- 
gram from Secretary of State Foster that an 
agreement to this effect had been entered 
into by England, France, Gormany and the 
United States as far back as 1884, 

Non-Commiittal as to Doctrine, 


Principal Cay n holds decided views on 
doctrine, so do his brethren, but as on an 
epoch-making occasion, “neither did their 
testimony agree."” Hence the wisdom of 
the alliance yesterday agreeing to differ as 
to doctrine, ‘To formulate any definition 
of doctrine might imperil the position of 
the council,” said Dr, Caven; and nobody 
anid a wordin favor of the old Westminster 
Confession or the emusculated one. 

Then Principal MacVicar told gray-head- 
ed men who had spent half a century in 
the ministry, what he conceived to be the 
Bible character of a minister. Heo im- 
pugned human priesthood, ignoring the 
passage, *‘made us priests unto God,” and 
the historic taunt that ‘priest is but 
presbyter writ largo.” 

Want No Low Comody, 

Limely were the animadversions of Dr. 
Oliver of Glasgow on the ministerial func- 
tions. The Doctor deplored the tomfoolery 
and low comedy too often imported into 
the pulpit for the sake of a cheap popu- 
larity and the filling of the collection plate. 

Dr. Ross Taylor, another Glasgow man, 
held forth on “The Minister as an Or- 
ganizer.” His matter was good, his atyle 
of the best, and probably the handsomest 
man in the Alliance was the most applaud- 
ed. Trenchantly he condemned the charch 
for practically doing nothing to stem the 
rush of iniquity past the church doors. He 
pleaded for practical methods to give effeet 
to fervent pulpit appeals, whose result was 
generally evanescent. ‘‘It will never do,” 
said he, ‘‘to stick with stubborn obstinence 
to the old ruts,” 

Modern Highor Criticism, 


Professor Moore of Virginia read a schol- 
arly paper on “ The Drifts of Theological 
Thought.” Some severe strictures on pre- 
sent-day apologetics were loudly cheered, 
but mainly by the younger portion of the 
audience. ere is a specimen: ‘* Some of 
the defences of the Christian system put 
forward in the pulpit to-day are anachron- 
isms and are absurd |” 

Present Day Philanthropics, 

Principal Hutton of Paisley read a 
thoughtful paper on “The Social, 
Mental and Philanthropic Activities of the 
Day,” in the course of which he censured 
Presbyterian apathy to the submerged 
tenth, socialism, the fallen sisterhood and 
popular questions. There was moral 
cowardice in the pulpit in reference to evils 
in all classes, especially in those well- 
to-do. The conclusion was: ‘‘What the 
church wants is applied Christianity.” 

Too Many 

President Black t€ Miesouri, as the re- 
sult of a world-wide correspondence, averred 
that there is no demand tor «an increased 
number of Presbyterian ministers within 
the church, but there is for an increased 
number of efficient mivisters. [Cheers.] 

This was ao startling statement, but it 
was as nothing to what followed: ‘There 
are many villages where Presbyterian 
churches are not wanted. They had better 
die and leave the field to the Methodists 
and Baptists, who are doing the work 
better.” [Laughter.] The doctor stuck to 
his text and showed the waste of power in 
having three or four churches in one amall 
village, and the breeding of sectarianism. 
He was candid enough to say 
other denominations were doing better 
work. He was very outspoken aioe the 
average minister. He ought to be every 
one's servant, to be industrious, sy npa- 
thetic, and above all to have brains. 
(Laughter. }

of 400 persons whom they employed, male 
and female, there were but two cases of 
cholera. No ardent spirits were permitted 
on the premises, and the employes were 
members of a temperance society, 

The testimony of Mr. Delavan Is of In- 
tereston this point. Mr. Delavan says ; 
“I was engaged at the time with two gentle- 
men in erecting a large block of buildings, 
The laborers were much alermed, and were 
on the point of sbandoning the work. 
They were advised to stay and to give op 
the use of strong drink entirely. They 
agreed to do so with only a singlo excep- 
tion; he would not, and died. All the 
others escaped. There was prepared for 
them every morning a drink composed of 
{ced water, vinegar and ginger, which they 
liked very much. 1 was atthe same time 
engaged in digging downa clay bank in the 
south part of the city. I employed a large 
gang of laborers, who also became frighten- 
ed, and were about leaving. The same 
proposal was made to them to furnish a 
drink which would nob intoxicate, if they 
would give up the use of atrong drink while 
the cholera lasted. They promised and 
kepb thelr promlee, Not one died. On 
the opposite side of the same olay bank 
there was another lerge gang of diggers. 
They continued the usual rations of whisky, 
and I was informed by my contractor that 
one third of that gang died of the cholera. 

In New York city, in 1832, of 204 cases 
in the Park hospital, only alx were temper- 
ate, and all of these recovered, while 122 
of the others died. Similar facts are re- 
corded of all the other hospitals,”

mente were dolng a grand work for the 
advancement of agriculture in all of ite 
branches. They had had tosts of some 
2,757 various seed grain last year. Some 
15,000 bags of new varieties of grain had 
been sent out to farmers for the purpose of 
trial, which had proved to be satisfactory. 
At the central farm they had some 420 
varieties of corn, 30 of potatoes, and 63 
pow beans. Anobher article which was be- 
ing ralsed and tested was the sanflower. 1b 
had been found to contain a great amount 
of nourlshment and with corn had 
been used itn the allo. In _ large 
fruits there had been some ee 
variaties that aro sultable for the various 
climates of thiscountr7. It had been found 
that excellent fruit could be prodaced ab 
Ottawa. The best kind of seed, cereals, 
roots, and fralt should be obtained, and the 
object of the experimental farm was to 
find out which were the best kind. The 
dairy commission which had been send oub 
was aleo educatiog the people In this branch 
of agricalture. There was, and should be 
a deep Interest taken in the dairy interest 
of Canada. They make the best quality of 
cheese which is made upon the continent, 
We should encourage this Industry. The 
Ohicago exhibition, which would be the 
greatest exhibition ever held on this con- 
tinent or In any country, would be next 
year,and It behooved the Canadians to show 
to all the world that we In Uanada have one 
one of the finest countries In the world. 
It was our duty and privilege to take an in- 
terest In this exhibition and assist in mak- 
Ing ib a success for our country. Prof. 
Roberts fs now baving a cheese made for 
the exhibition which will welgh 20,000 lbs. 
He spoke of winter dairying and the excel- 
lent quality of butter which could be made, 
Another Important qpestion was the feeding 
of hogs. This was important to the agri- 
cultaral portion of the country ab the pres- 
ent time. As the Americans had shut out 
our coarse grains by the Imposition of heavy 
duties, it was our place to see what was to 
be done. lt would be better to feed peas, 
berley, and other coarse grains to stock— 
which would cause better prices to be real- 
ized. -It has been demonstrated that hogs 
sold at $5 per cwb. which were fed on coarse 
grains, were more profitable than selling 
the grain. Our hams and bacons are worth 
2 cents more per lb. in the English market 
than the same from the United States; ours 
are sought after ln the Eoglish market. We 
are not golog back, as stated by some, bub 
we are progressing rapidly, Our country 
is belng botter known, and Is filling up. 
The County of Hastings was improving, as 
the following figures would show :

SEIZURES IN BEHRING SEA 
A British Opinion That Ottawa Authort. 
ties Are Too Loquacious, 
(Cable despatch, Evening Telegram, Sept. 2 } 

LONDON, Sept. 30,—Thenewspapers here 
comment freely upon the attitude taken by 
the Ottawa authorities in the matter of the 
seizure of Canadian sealers. It is noticed 
that the Dominion Ministers are searcely 
reluctant about giving their views to 
journalists, and as most of these opinions 
are telegraphed far and wide the opinion of 
the London press is that more circumspeo- 
tion should be made use of. The case of 
the despatch of Reuter’s agent in Ottawa is 
instanced. In this cablegram the ibility 
of trouble with Russia was freely hinted 
at, and the impression conveyed was that 
the views given were those of some person- 
age high in authority at the Canadian 
capital. 

Concerning the loquacity of the Canadian 
Ministers The Morning Chronicle remarks: 
“The Canadian Ministers find a great deal 
to say to the Ottawa journalists regarding 
the despatch to Behring Sea of a cruiser. 
It will not be out of place to remind them 
that in dealing with such a powerful 
European power as Russia it is not by 
any means the oa of tne diplomatist to 
say allhe thinks. The first duty of the 
British cruiser sent to Behring Bea is to 
rescue the destitute sealers. Reprisal was 
not intended, and, if it hnd been, a solitary 
cruiser would not by any means have been 
chosen as the sole torce sent to sea by the 
British Government. Lord Rosebery is 
clearly content to adopt the more reason- 
able course of awaiting explanations from 
St. Peteraburg.”’

| His Letter to the Coroner Explains His 
Motive. 

Lox pox, Sept. 30,—The coroner’s in- 
quest in the case of Dr. Herron, the army 
surgeon who was found dead in a room, in 
a hotel on the Strand, on Sunday last, was 
concluded yesterday by the jury returning a 
verdict that he killed himecte while in- 
sane. Dr. Herron had been living with 
Ruby Russel], an actress, who died in a 
mysterious manner Sept, 20. 

The coroner read a letter he had received 
from Dr. Herron which had been written 
Saturday night. In this letter Herron 
said: ‘There was no intention of a separa- 
tion between me and Miss Russell. ‘There- 
fore I will join her as quickly as possible. 
I have no doubt her death was not due to 
natural causes. Existence to me would not 
be worth having if through myself my pro- 
mised bride committed suicide. I therefore 
take an overdose of morphia.”

A Roman Catholic Elected Lord Mayor 
of London, 

Lonpon, Sept. 30.—Tho Livery of the 
city of London met in the Guildhall 
to select a successor to Lord Mayor Evans. 
Tho Guildhall was crowded and unusual in- 
terest was taken in the proceedings owing 
to the fact that strenuous opposition had 
developed against Stuart Knill, alderman 
for the Bridge Within- Ward—who atood 
next in rotation for the Lord Mayoralty, 
because of his religion, he being a Roman 
Catholic. Six candidates were proposed to 
the Livery. When Mr, Knill’s name was 
mentioned it was received with loud cheer- 
ing. There was a scene in the chamber 
when Councillor Moore protested against 
the selection of Mr. Knill because he was a 
Catholic. The protest was received with 
mingled hissing and cheers. It had little if 
any effect upon the Livery men, and Mr. 
Konill was elected Lord Mayor for the en- 
suing year.

The 
men were sent back to their quarters and 
Gen. Methuen will now report the affair to
